NEW DOOR IN NEW GUINEA 


The Dutch government of New 
Guinea has asked the Christian and 
Missionary Alliance to develop and 
supervise a teacher-training program 
—groundwork for a system of primary 
schools throughout the extensive 
highland areas of northern New 
Guinea. Native students who have be- 
come converts will thus be prepared 
for teaching their stone-age-culture 
people in the projected system of 
grade schools. 

The Alliance mission may choose 
evangelical Christian teachers in the 
Netherlands, according to the agree- 
ment with the government, with the 
government there providing passage 
and paying salaries for three-year 
teaching terms on the field in New 
Guinea. 

In the past four years Christian and 
Missionary Alliance leaders have re- 
ported that about 15,000 persons of the 
hard-to-reach interior tribes in north- 
ern New Guinea have become Chris- 
The Alliance was the pioneer 
missionary organization to enter the 
most remote and isolated areas of 
mountainous New Guinea after World 
War IL 

Mass conversions, 
recently aroused mass 
notably among the Dani tribespeople. 

A group of Dani believers had re- 
settled in the Kulukwi Valley and 
witnessed to the residents of the area 
until there were some 2,000 believers. 
Alliance missionaries went to the area 
weekly to hold meetings. 

But opposition increased until early 
this fall a band of 2,000 armed warriors 
attacked the Christian community. An 
undetermined number of Dani were 
killed, and the missionaries, who 
were conducting a service, narrowly 
escaped the slaughter.

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No Coexistence Here 

Contrary to the impression of many, the Christian is 
born to inner conflict. When he begins his life in Christ it 
is as the result of a victory, and he will be obliged to go 
on battling as long as he lives in this world. 

This, of course, is not to say that his salvation depends 
on his own efforts, or that he need be without a sense of 
the peace which the Scriptures promise. But he should not 
expect to enter the Christian life without a struggle or to 
continue it as a life of ease. 

These things ought to be better understood than they 
are, both for the sake of the person who would sincerely 
like to become a Christian and for the believer who is 
trying to win others. 

An associate tells of a case in point where it seemed that 
God had greatly blessed the somewhat extended testi- 
mony he had been asked to give during special meetings. 
Much to his dismay, however, he discovered that some of 
the unsaved were saying, “What a wonderful experience! 
I want to wait till something like that happens to me!” 

“Thinking back over my experience later,” this friend 
added, “I realized that I had been speaking of the results of 
many individual battles. No step was without its difficul- 
ties. When I first faced the issues of salvation, I could see 
and understand so little. Really I saw only two great facts: 
I was convinced that God could not overlook my sin. I 
realized that He said He would save me. Somehow He 
gave me grace enough to trust Him to do it. So I took a 
step of faith. 

“The rest of my life has been the same. My understand- 
ing has increased, but all along the way I’ve had to face 

-repeatedly—the basic issue of whether I would trust and 
obey, or whether I would not.” 

Our friend’s experience may be helpful in two ways: 
first in suggesting a pitfall to be avoided in speaking to 
non-Christians, and, second, in understanding the nature 
of our own Christian growth. 

No one will ever find it easy to trust Christ for salva- 
tion. But he should find it possible. 

With reference to our Christian growth, the experience 
should remind us that we go forward as we recognize and 
meet the issue of faith and unbelief, of obedience and 
willfulness. 

A joyous Christian experience does not just happen; it 
is the fruit of faith and the willingness to face new issues. 
The battlegrounds may change, but the foe and the tactics 


are the same. 


The Peace Corps and Preparation 

A post card comment on living conditions in Nigeria has 
had far-reaching effects on the usefulness of the Peace 
Corps in that country and has touched off more headlines 
than a conference of prime ministers. 

The card, written by a Peace Corps member in training 
in Ibadan, to a friend in this country, fell into the hands 
of Nigerian students and resulted in a protest rally and 
newspaper demands for the writer’s deportation. At this 
writing she has been withdrawn to Puerto Rico. 

It would be easy to make too much of the incident so 
far as the light it throws on the effectiveness of the Peace 
Corps. Admittedly the task of preventing any kind of slip 
on the part of every member of a group is a difficult one. 
The incident, however, does emphasize a basic difference 
between the program of an agency like the Peace Corps 
and the work of Bible-believing missionaries. 
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Mission boards have faced incidents as the result of 
mistakes of judgment on the part of individuals. With 
very few exceptions, however, evangelical missionaries 
have been motivated by a love for the people to whom 
they have come and a desire to win them for Christ be- 
cause of their love for Him. 

“Love suffereth long and is kind.” The missionary who 
is so motivated has an inestimable advantage, therefore, 
over the individual who is moved by even such praise- 
worthy motives as the desire to be helpful or to contribute 
to peace. 

The Peace Corps can probably do no better than follow 
its present course of interviewing candidates to determine 
their basic motives for service and then training them as 
thoroughly as possible. When God prepares a missionary, 
however, He prepares the heart—as Dr. Arthur Glasser 
points out elsewhere in this issue. And we suspect that 
the Peace Corps may find that any preparation short of 
this may leave something to be desired. 


For Christian Workers 

It is about time, we suspect, that someone address a 
special word to Christian workers, especially that rather 
large group of workers who for various reasons have felt 
financial pressure. 

What we have in mind is not a word of sympathy; 
rather, we would say as the Lord said to the church in 
Smyrna, “But thou art rich” (Rev. 2:9). The danger is 
that under the pressures of present conditions, some may 
overlook the real issues and be tempted to turn aside from 
the important choices they have made. 

Let us recognize at the outset that we are in times when 
great numbers in the lower income brackets are finding it 
difficult to make ends meet. In many homes mother has 
taken full-time work. Or father has taken a second job to 
help relieve financial strain. Meanwhile the family is bom- 
barded on every side by the relentless pressures of our 
twentieth century materialism—the call to buy, to own, 
to keep up with the neighbor across the street and with 
the never-ending parade of new models and new gadgets. 

So far we have been speaking of the representative 
family. But what of the families whose heads are engaged 
in various phases of Christian work at salaries somewhat 
less than in the secular world? A second job may offer 
a solution to some, but often at the cost of efficiency in the 
worker’s full-time ministry. 

Arranging for two wage earners instead of one may be 
impossible, or at least unwise, if there are children in the 
home. Thus in many families financial pressure may con- 
tinue month after month. Eventually it may lead a key 
worker to turn to secular employment. 

The solution lies, we think, in the direction of faith and 
in facing the problem squarely. God will provide. Who 
among us would not say with David, “I have been young, 
and now am old; yet have I not seen the righteous for- 
saken, nor his seed begging bread” (Ps. 37:25). More in- 
come in itself would not necessarily be a solution, for as 
any family knows, needs—or at least wants—tend to out- 
pace one’s income. Far more important is the conviction 
that as Christians we have chosen a way of life. This 
choice has been made with the full knowledge of what it 
may entail. Our treasure is in heaven. 

“I take my wife out riding sometimes in the better sec- 
tions of the city,” a Christian worker recently remarked. 
“We look at the beautiful houses together. And then we 
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remember that it was Jesus who said, ‘Verily they have 
their reward.’ They have it now! Ours will come later. 
And that is the way we want it to be.” 

Much depends on one’s attitude. “Every man according 
as he purposeth in his heart, so let him give” (II Cor. 9:7) 
—the principle applies as definitely to the man and 
woman who give in terms of time and strength and talent 
throughout their lifetimes as to those who give in other 
ways.

And yet the 
angels spoke clearly of peace. “Peace 
without victory” President Woodrow 
Wilson urged at the close of World 
War I. But as soon as the armistice 
was signed, the struggle began over a 
peace treaty which made victory para- 
mount and peace an afterthought. 

World War II accomplished little 
more. The victors of this bloody 
struggle would be the first to confess 
that it has given the world no peace. 
If war comes again—a possibility that 
cannot be ruled out in spite of the 
most dreadful weapons in the world’s 
history—peace will be farther away 
than ever, a dream rendered all but 
hopeless by rockets, bombs and radio- 
active fall-out. 


+ In the face of all this, what are we 
to believe concerning the angels’ 
message that night to the shepherds of 
Bethlehem? “Glory to God in the 
highest, and on earth peace, good will 
toward men.” 

Is Bethlehem the setting for just 
another fairy tale, the tinseled myth 
of what might have been? Are the 
newscasters right in their gently sar- 
donic intimation that harsh realities 
have again given the lie to some senti- 
mental angels, the spokesmen for the 
hopes of mankind? 

The answer to these questions will 
have to be “yes” if the Christmas 
story is just another story, something 
for children and for adults trying to 
recapture the romance of childhood. 
“Yes,” choruses a world tolerant of 
sentimentality, but intolerant of the 
conviction that the event of Bethlehem 
is history—-a light penetrating into our 
time like the brightness of a star en- 
tering our atmosphere from outer 
space, though it set forth many long 
years ago. “Yes,” is the faint echo of 
theologians endeavoring to “update” 
the biblical story by turning it into a 
sacred myth, but succeeding only in 
making vital concessions to the skep- 
ticism and unbelief of this age. 

“No,” says history to the assertion, 
or the feeling, that Christmas is a 
fairy tale and the manger a myth. 
“No,” is the answer of Christian faith

This it 
can never find because it fails to get 
at the root of enmity and the strife 
which results from it. 

The world hopes to achieve peace 
through organizing its own resources. 
But in all history, organization for 
peace, however high in its ideals and 
noble its aims, has never been able to 
demonstrate the capacity to accom- 
plish its objective or to sustain a 
peaceful posture for any length of 
time. Always the finest efforts for 
peace have shattered themselves upon

The Bible associates peace with God, 
Rule out God, and you rule out the 
possibility of peace. Remove God from 
the picture and you get the dull, color. 
less, meaningless, neutral and disap. 
pointing nothing for which a world 
estranged from God is willing to settle 
and to call peace. 

War is not merely a _ judgment 
visited by God upon rebellious men 
Whether waged between nations over 
oceans or between neighbors ove 
the back fence, war is a judgment by 
men upon themselves, the natura 
outgrowth of an inborn hostility to- 
ward God that ends with tragedy on 
their own doorstep. 

The carnal mind, as the Bible de- 
scribes the natural and _ inherited 
equipment of humanity, cannot dis- 
pose of its innate hostility simply by 
ignoring God. Ignoring God is just as 
surely the way to destruction as is 
open opposition to Him. It may lead 
to physical destruction in war or it 
may lead to destruction of the spirit 
in surrender to secular and materialist 
gods—gods which endeavor to con- 
vince men that they are mere tools 
with hands and, failing in this, at- 
tempt to force them to their knees 
by threat of armed conflict. 

To a world of war and rumors o 
war, to a world where people are in 
conflict with one another and at war 
with themselves, there comes evel 
now the angels’ message of peace—not 
as a forlorn hope but as a present 
reality. The angels tell us there is 
peace in Christ. It is more than peace 
of mind or of heart; it is the very peace 
of God that passes all understanding. 
It is peace with God and peace from 
God, setting right what is wrong 
within each of us. 


+ THE peace of Christ is a sort of re- 
union. There is something wonderful 
about reunions, where members of 2 
family get together after long years of 
absence. There is something wonderful 
about a reconciliation between two 
people who were meant for each other 
but who drifted apart as the result of 
differences which could not be com- 
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posed and which led eventually to 
bitter and complete estrangement. 
There is something wonderful about 
reconciliation between God and man— 
so wonderful, as a divinely inspired 
“aside” discloses, that the angels in 
heaven were intrigued by the divine 
plan which brought it about (I Pet. 
1:12) 

This peace comes from God. He took 
the initiative to make it possible. The 
idea is His: He worked it out, effect- 
ing not an armed truce but genuine 
reconciliation. 

Peace, in God’s language, is not 
cheap. Peace had to be made before 
it could be proclaimed—and received. 
God did not make peace by simply

Him a great deal—His own Son. 
Calvary is the story of Abraham all 
over again—only, this time, the Son 
died. God “spared not His own Son, 
but delivered Him up for us all” 
(Rom. 8:32). 

Peace comes from God by way of 
the cross of Christ. The cross of Christ 
is the divine demonstration that peace 
depends on actions rather than on 
words. The cross of Christ does not 
just show or prove something, though 
it does show what “good,” “respec- 
table” people will do when their privi- 
leges are challenged and their selfish 
interests are touched. 

The cross of Christ shows us what 
kind of people we are and what a God 
we have. He is a God who acts—to 
reconcile and bring about peace. “But 
now in Christ Jesus ye who sometimes 
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ter were far off are made nigh by the 
con-& blood of Christ” (Eph. 2:13), said 
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“You warmongers,” the gospel in- 
vites, “sit down at the peace table, to 
receive not an ultimatum with condi- 
tions to be satisfied, but the free gift 
of peace from a loving Father whose 
great heart was broken by the death 
of His eternal Son in payment for your 
rebellion against Him!” 


+ Many people today want the peace 
of God without accepting the price He 
paid in making peace possible. They 
want the by-product while rejecting 
the product. They are not interested in 
the Lord’s battle with sin and death, 
His bloody victory over Satan and hell 
and the punishment for sin He en- 
dured. 

The fruit af peace is ripe to be 
picked, but it grows on only one tree— 
the cross on which the Prince of Life 
was crucified. On that tree there is 
healing and peace, because He fought 
in its shadow and won through for all 
of us. 

Christ gives His peace to all who 
will have it. All to whom He gives 
peace, actually have it—in good times 
and in bad, when the world is at rest 
or when it is in the midst of global 
conflict. His peace depends not so 
much on where we stand as on where 
He stands, at the right hand of God’s 
power. He rules, and those who trust 
Him are at peace. 


+ THE peace of God is active. Those 
who have it are bound to be peace- 
makers. It could not be otherwise. 
“Blessed are the peacemakers; for 
they shall be called the children of 
God,” said the Peacemaker. 

Some Christians I know are not 
peacemakers. They are warmakers. 
Their personal relations with neigh-

bors, acquaintances, and even mem- 
bers of their own family are char- 
acterized by the bitterness of the 
world rather than by the peace of 
Christ. They appear to accept the for- 
giveness of Christ for themselves, but 
they do not seem to appreciate it very 
much, for there is little evidence of a 
forgiving spirit toward others. 

The arts of peace must be cultivated 
by the children of God with the active 
aid of the Holy Spirit. Jesus calls His 
own, the recipients of His gift of 
peace, to be peacemakers. They are to 
be not umpires but active producers 
of peace, enlarging the area of har- 
mony to create conditions of peace as 
God has shared His peace with them. 

The peace of God is spread abroad 
today, not by angels, but by ordinary 
people like ourselves. Christ makes 
peace by the blood of His cross be- 
tween man and man as He has made 
peace between God and man. “He is 
our peace ... and has broken down 
the middle wall of partition between 
us” (Eph. 2:14). He expects us to put 
up a fight for the faith once and for 
all committed to those who believe in 
Him, but to do so with the weapon of 
peace—a faith that works by love. 
Christian love is itself an argument for 
Christian faith, and a disclosure of 
peace within—the peace of God that 
passes understanding. 

The angel was right. There is peace 
on earth—in Christ the Saviour. It is 
the peace of God’s reconciled family, 
called by the name of Christ and liv- 
ing in the fellowship of faith in Him. 
It is true, enduring, and unshaken by 
personal loss or world disaster. It fills 
the void created by loneliness and 
dispels the clouds of doubt or fear. It 
is the peace of God. END

has worked for one church and one fami 


For many years | have followed 
the practice of keying my sermons to the 
personal Bible reading of my congregation. 


| began in my first pastorate in Nashville, Tenn., 

by urging the congregation to read the Bible 

in one year. | preached on Sunday morning from 
the particular portion being read, on Sunday 

night a popular message with an evangelistic thrust 
from that section, and at the mid-week service 

| attempted to cover the week’s reading in detail. 
The program doubled and finally tripled our 
mid-week service attendance, as well as 

increasing it at all the other services. 


| did the same thing at Cleburne, Tex., and 

our attendance doubled at the mid-week service. 
During my eight years as pastor in Pasadena, Calif., 
we pursued this program on two occasions. 

The mid-week service climbed from 30 

to about 300 through its introduction. 


Here at the Church of the Open Door (Los Angeles) 
we are preparing to begin the program for the 
fourth time in fourteen years. We have seen the 
mid-week service climb to an attendance 

of 2,500. Well over 500 persons 

take notes during the messages. 


Several pastors in the Southern California 
area have more than doubled attendance at all 
services by adopting this program. 


Over the years we have made some changes. 

The program this time, simply stated, will begin 
on December 7 with Genesis. We will probably take 
two Old Testament books; then we will weave 
back and forth from the Old to the New Testament. 
This time we expect to take a little more 

than two years in an unhurried fashion, taking 
from seven to eleven chapters each week. 

We ask the people to read the section 

under consideration not only once, but twice. 


When a large company of people read a 
particular portion, it focuses attention on that 
section and gives the Holy Spirit an 
opportunity to work through the Word. This 
has been evident in the salvation of many 

and the growth of multitudes of others. 


It is my firm conviction that this type of approach 
in the Church is the only solution to the Bible 
ignorance abroad — even among conservative 
believers — today. And there is nothing that 

will enable the preacher to grow, study and work 


as does this plan. This, | believe, 
is the way to revival—J. Vernon McGee 





AST year we discovered the Bible. Now we could 
never get along without the strength for everyday 
living, the inspiration, the instruction and the encourage- 
ment that our Bible brings us daily. But until Pasto 
Hutchins instigated a program of regular Bible reading 
among the families of our church, we had all missed 
much of the blessing the Bible offers. 

Like many others in our church, we had found our 
Bible reading quite disjointed: a psalm here, a few 
verses there, the parables of Jesus, the Sunday morning 
Scripture lesson, Luke chapter 2 at Christmas and John 


20 at Easter. But be- 


ginning last year, we 
all found that even ten 


minutes a day with our 
Bibles brought new

blessing and _ instruc- 
tion. 

In our home, we 
were not long in feel- 
ing the might of God’s 
Word. It soon became 
natural for the three 
of us reading to fall 
into frequent discus- 
sions that would have 
been impossible a year 
earlier. 

As we read our 
Bibles, we learned many lessons and jotted down refer- 
ences by the score for future use. 

Our discovery of the Scriptures began early last De- 
cember when Pastor Hutchins announced a plan for 
daily Bible reading for the coming year. We would begin 
on January 1 with Genesis 1, he told us, and by reading 
three pages a day and a fourth every twentieth day, we 
would end with Revelation 22 on December 31. 

To encourage and help us, he said, he would base his 
Sunday morning, Sunday evening and Wednesday eve- 
ning messages on passages from the current Bible 
reading. 

Leaflets listing the Scripture portion for each day were 
then distributed to the congregation, and on the last 
Sunday morning in December a Bible reading pledge 
was incorporated into the church bulletin. Young and 
old alike responded enthusiastically. In all, over 250 
persons signed the pledge to read the Bible through in 
a year. 

New Year’s day ushered us into a new and satisfying 
experience. We found inspiration in reading Abraham's 
magnificent story, in discovering Joseph’s pure and holy 
character. The sweep of history presented in the story 
of God’s chosen people gave us new perspective and 
understanding. 

One of our richest blessings was the rediscovery of 
God’s enduring patience and mercy toward His people. 

We were surprised and delighted to find that the 
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benediction in Numbers 6:24-26—the one we've heard 


at the close of so many services—came directly from 
the Lord, and not from the pen of an ancient cleric as 
we'd previously assumed: 


“The Lord bless thee, and keep thee; the Lord make 
his face shine upon thee, and be gracious unto thee: the 
Lord lift up his countenance upon thee, and give thee 


p peace. 


One discovery was especially comforting to those in 
our home. Again and again God chooses “the least of 
these” for His most important assignments. This dis- 
covery has completely changed our thinking about 
Christian service. 

Moses acknowledged his inadequacy when he said to 
God, “Who am I, that I should go unto Pharaoh, and that 
I should bring forth the children of Israel out of Egypt?” 
(Ex. 3:11). 

To David, God said, “I took thee from the sheepcote, 
from following the sheep, to be ruler over my people, 
over Israel” (II Sam. 7:8). 

When the Lord commissioned Jeremiah, the prophet 
responded, “Ah, Lord God! behold, I cannot speak: for 
Iam a child. But the Lord said unto me, Say not, I am 
a child: for thou shalt go to all that I shall send thee, 
and whatsoever I command thee thou shalt speak” 
(Jer. 1:6, 7). 

We were unable to read the pages of this powerful 
Book without finding comfort, strength and endurance 
for the problems and testings of life—sustenance such 
as Joshua 1:9 offers: “Have not I commanded thee? Be 
strong and of a good courage; be not afraid, neither be 
thou dismayed: for the Lord thy God is with thee 
whithersoever thou goest.” 

Nor could we disregard the stern warning contained 
in these words, “Behold, ye have sinned against the Lord, 
and be sure your sin will find you out” (Num. 32:23). 

Day-after-day reading has given us a growing store 
of helpful and meaningful passages applying to our daily 
needs. 

As I bade farewell to my girls this summer before 
they left for several weeks, I searched for something 
appropriate and worthwhile to help them during the 
time they were away. Nehemiah 10:8 came to mind, 
“For the joy of the Lord is your strength.” And as they 
lett I knew I had given them something that would mean 
far more than a material gift. 

Every day and every week brought new discoveries— 
right on through the Old Testament and into the New. 
In book after book we gleaned precious truths which 
permeated our lives. 

Others, too, found the plan helpful. 

Folk beside our own members began to share our plan 
for Bible study. Some of the schedules were mailed to 
far-away relatives and friends. Letters from members of 
neighboring churches told of their new adventures in 
Bible reading.

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The whole of Christian living hinges on the 

way in which Christian people read the Bible for 
themselves. Sermons... Bible readings ...classes 
... religious magazines and books, can never 
take the place of our own study of God’s 

precious Word. Happy are they who have learned 
the blessed art of discovering for themselves 

the treasures of the Bible, hidden just 

a little below the surface to test our real 
earnestness in finding them. 


There are a few simple rules which 
may help many more to acquire this holy art. 


Make time. The Divine Teacher must have fixed 
and uninterrupted hours for meeting His scholars. 
We must give Him our best, the first-fruits 

of our days. We cannot give such undivided 
attention to the holy thoughts that glisten like 
diamonds on its pages after we have opened our 
letters, glanced through the paper and 

joined in the prattle of the breakfast table. 

The manna had to be gathered before 

the dew was off and the sun was 

up; otherwise it melted. 


We ought, therefore, to aim at securing 

at least half an hour before breakfast, for this 
leisurely and loving study of the Bible. To some 
this may seem a long time. But it will soon 

seem all too short. The more you read, the more you 
will want; your appetite will grow as it is fed. 


Look up. No one can so well explain 

the meaning of His words as He who wrote them. 
If you want to read the Bible as you should, 

make much of the Holy Ghost, who inspired it. 

As you open the Book, lift up your heart and say, 
“Open thou mine eyes... Speak, Lord, 

for thy servant heareth.” A simple-hearted believer, 
depending on the aid of the Holy Ghost, 

will find things in the Bible which the wisest 

have mistaken or missed (I John 2:27). 


Read methodically. On the whole there is probably 
no better way than to read the Bible through 
once every year. But whatever system is adopted, 
be sure to read the Bible through, as you 

would any other book. No one would think of 
reading a letter, poem or history as many 

read God’s Word. 


Let us never forget the Bible is one Book. 

Let the Bible be its own interpreter, its own best 
commentary. It is like a vast buried city, 

in which every turn of the spade reveals some new 
marvel, while passages branch off in every 
direction, calling for exploration.—F. B. Meyer

® Orthodox Christians from the be- 
ginning of the Church have regarded 
Jesus Christ as the central object of 
their faith and devotion. To the twelve 
disciples and the early church, Christ 
was all that the prophets claimed Him 
to be. He was the infinite God who 
existed from all eternity, one with the 
Father and the Spirit, yet at the same 
time a perfect, sinless man. 

Early followers of Christ not only 
accepted His deity but also regarded 
His death on the cross for their sins 
and His bodily resurrection essential 
elements of true Christian faith. 
Hence, Paul wrote in Romans 10:9: 
“If thou shalt confess with thy mouth 
the Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in 
thine heart that God hath raised him 
from the dead, thou shalt be saved.” 
Peter expressed the same view when 
he said in Acts 4:12, “Neither is there 
salvation in any other: for there is 
none other name under heaven given 
among men, whereby we must be 
saved.” 

In the subsequent history of the 
Church some few questioned the gen-

uine humanity of Christ and some 
doubted His deity, but the main body 
of Christian believers clung resolutely 
to apostolic doctrine in these matters. 

Today the Church is no longer of 
one mind on the historic doctrine of 
Christ. For this reason evangelical 
Christians must examine soberly the 
content of their faith as set forth in 
the Bible, as opposed to the wide- 
spread perversion existing in con- 
temporary Christendom. 

In the Old Testament there were 
many predictions of the coming of 
Christ and some intimations of the 
doctrine of the Trinity. But not until 
Christ came did men begin to wrestle 
with the problem of the Trinity: how 
God can be God the Father, God the 
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are felt throughout the Christian world. 


Son and God the Holy Spirit, and be 
one and yet three at the same time. 

Orthodoxy has always rejected tri- 
theism, the idea that there are three 
Gods, and has insisted that the doc- 
trine of the Trinity does not contradict 
the truth that there is but one God. 
It is agreed that the persons of the 
Trinity are one in essence, equal in 
attributes and in all qualities of deity, 
and have existed from eternity. One 
person is distinguished from another 
by the distinctive properties ascribed 
to them. 

The orthodox doctrine of the Trinity 
holds that the Father is the First Per- 
son because He is never described as 
obedient to the Son or the Holy 
Spirit. The Son, as the Second Person, 
is always related to the Father as the 
Son of God who is obedient to the 
Father. The Holy Spirit, as the Third 
Person, is described as obedient to the 
Son as well as to the Father. 

We must not construe from these 
terms, however, that the Son is in any 
sense inferior to the Father or that the 
Holy Spirit is inferior to the Father 
and the Son. The theological term 
person is used only to distinguish the 
Father, the Son and the Spirit, and is 
in keeping with the total biblical 
revelation. 

The orthodox biblical doctrine af- 
frms Christ to be all that God is. 
Every attribute of God is attributed to 
Him. His eternity is affirmed in John 
1:1 in the words, “In the beginning 
was the Word, and the Word was with 
God, and the Word was God.” The 
verb indicates that Christ always was: 
that is, always existed, not that He 
came into existence in time, as some 
of the early Christian heretics taught. 
Orthodox Christians therefore reject 
the viewpoint of Arius, who held that 
Christ, being the Son of God, was the 
first of all created beings and there- 
fore not eternal. The church, in con- 
demning him at the Council of Nicea 
in 325, denounced this heresy and af- 
firmed the eternity of Christ. 


* THE early church not only faced the 
problem of defining the deity of Christ, 
but also of defining His humanity. One 
of the historic departures from the 
faith was the form of deifying man 
which affirmed that all men are the 
sons of God and that Christ had only 
the same divine element said to be in 
everyone. This of course is not what 
the Bible teaches and has never been 
accepted by orthodox Christians. Men 
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can become children of God by faith 
in Jesus Christ, but do not possess the 
attributes of God. 

In attempting to define the person 
of Christ, orthodox Christians have 
agreed that Christ is both God and 
man. They insist, however, that in be- 
coming man He did not surrender His 
deity, though some of His attributes— 
such as His glory—were veiled for a 
time. He was always all that God is. 
On some occasions He submitted to 
human limitations, at other times— 
even while on earth before His death 
—He manifested divinely infinite wis- 
dom and power. 

Orthodox Christians therefore reject 
the viewpoint of the so-called 
“kenotic” theologians who base their 
views on Philippians 2, where Christ 
is said to have emptied Himself 
(Greek, ekenosen) in order to become 
man. These theologians claim that this 
passage teaches Christ was neither 
omnipotent, omniscient, nor omni- 
present while on earth and that He 
gave up these divine attributes. Or- 
thodox Christians have always re- 
jected this idea because an attribute 
cannot be given up at will. Even God 
cannot change His essential constitu- 
tion; if He gave up any of His at- 
tributes He no longer would be God. 
Hence, orthodox Christians have as- 
serted that while some aspects of the 
deity of Christ were veiled or hidden 
while Christ was on earth, in His 
nature He was at all times all that 
God is. 

This is absolutely essential to render 
His death on the cross of infinite value. 
If Christ were not God, His death 
would not have had infinite value, and 
if He were not man, He could not have 
experienced genuine death. Both His 
deity and humanity are therefore 
necessary. 

One of the innumerable questions 
which presents itself to the careful 
student of the doctrine of the person 
of Christ is the relationship of His 
human will to His divine will. Ortho- 
doxy usually resolves this problem by 
saying that there were in Christ both 
human desires and divine desires and, 
in this sense, Christ had two wills, but 
that in the last analysis when a de- 
cision was reached it necessarily had 
to be one decision and, in this sense, 
Christ had only one will. Christ Him- 
self said in the Garden of Gethsem- 
ane: “O my Father, if it be possible, 
let this cup pass from me: neverthe- 
less not as I will, but as thou wilt” 


(Matt. 26:39). Because Christ had 
two natures, He could have more than 
one desire; but because He was one 
person, He willed to do the will of God 
and went to the cross. 

Another disputed point concerning 
the person of Christ is the concept of 
His impeccability. This term comes 
from a word meaning “to sin;” to be 
impeccable means “to be unable to 
sin.” Most orthodox Christians not 
only believe that Christ did not sin, 
but that being God He could not sin. 
Christ was tempted because He was 
man, but He could not sin because He 
was God. The attributes of immutabil- 
ity (changelessness) and omnipotence 
(infinite power) assure us that when 
Christ was tempted, as He was by 
Satan, He was triumphant because 
He was God. 

The orthodox doctrine of Christ 
therefore regards Him both as the per- 
fect man who could not sin, and as 
the Second Person of the Trinity, 
equal with the Father and the Spirit 
in eternity and in all attributes of 
deity. This has been the faith of the 
church from the beginning; it is em- 
bodied in the creeds that have since 
the early centuries formed the back- 
bone of Christendom. 


+ In our day there are many subtle 
departures from the doctrine of 
Christ in the sense in which the Bible 
presents Him. Some liberals, for ex- 
ample, hold that Christ was born as 
other persons, the son of Joseph and 
Mary, that as a young lad He had “an 
unusual God-consciousness” which 
became more evident as He became 
older. Realizing that He was thinking 
God’s thoughts and doing God’s will, 
people concluded that for all practical 
purposes He was one with God. This 
liberal view usually maintains that 
Christ showed us how we, too, can 
become children of God if we yield 
ourselves to God, think God’s thoughts 
as Christ did, and submit ourselves to 
the will of God. It declares that we, 
too, can achieve what Christ achieved, 
becoming a child of God. 

Most evangelical Christians would 
have no difficulty identifying what is 
wrong with that view of the person of 
Christ. First, it denies His deity and 
in effect says that constitutionally 
Christ is only human. Though it as- 
serts that He was divine in His expe- 
rience, He was not divine in His per- 
son. This of course is contrary to the

THE CHURCH 
CARRIES ON 
IN POLAND 


By a Polish Pastor 


ihe socialist regime of Poland has 
granted a great measure of reli- 
gious freedom, both constitutional and 
actual, to all the churches. In some 
respects there has never been in 
Poland such freedom as we now enjoy 
for preaching the gospel. 

The churches must register as so- 
cieties with the authorities. Then they 
enjoy perfect freedom to meet, to 
worship and to preach the gospel 
within those premises designated as 
places of worship to the authorities. 
There are now many gospel halls, 
chapels or even rooms in private 
homes especially dedicated for this 
purpose. Believers can meet there as 
often as they like and even hold con- 
ferences and youth rallies. 

Any open-air activities, however, 
are considered direct religious propa- 
ganda and are forbidden. So also is 
indiscriminate public distribution of 
tracts. Religion must not be taught in 
schools. No one is allowed to own 
printing equipment or even duplicat- 
ing machines; only typewriters are 
allowed. 

What is good is permission to preach 
the gospel in the open air when a 
funeral occurs. We are also allowed to 
have baptismal services in the open, 
another wonderful opportunity for 
public testimony. 


+ The established Lutheran and Re- 
formed Churches, owners of fine 
churches and other buildings, have 
many opportunities the smaller groups 
lack. And their congregations are 
numerous, as far as parish records are 
concerned. 

There are but few, however, really 
interested in the things of God. The 
majority are just worldly people—no 
different from the Roman Catholic 
majority. But a fine work has recently 
sprung up within the Lutheran 
Church: the Evangelistic Commission 
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of the Lutheran Church. Many young 
people have been converted through 
its efforts and are beginning to be a 
real blessing to the community. 

The independent churches were 
founded by some fine godly mission- 
aries from Scotland, England and 
Switzerland, who came into Poland in 
the years 1925-1939. A new awakening 
stirred eastern Poland as they labored, 
and assemblies were born. At almost 
the same time spiritual awakening 
came to southwest Poland, and a num- 
ber of assemblies were formed there. 

After the Second World War, the 
United Evangelical Church in Poland 
emerged from the union of five smaller 
evangelical groups: the Free Brethren, 
the Decided Christians, the Church of 
Christ, the Evangelical Christians and 
the Pentecostal Church. 

Hardship and a measure of perse- 
cution brought all these believers to 
conclude that they ought to unite and 
work together for the Lord. While the 
Baptists, Methodists and some other 
groups did not affiliate themselves, the 
activities of the United Evangelical 
Church have, by the grace of God, 
been blessed of the Lord. Since a 
pastor of this church is reporting, most 
information is based on its activities. 

Believers are often mistaken for 
Seventh Day Adventists or even so- 
called Jehovah’s Witnesses. The ener- 
getic activities of many pernicious 
sects often make it very, very difficult 
for the true children of God to min- 
ister a real blessing to the Roman 
Catholic majority. Usually, when a 
Catholic realizes a person does not 
belong to his church, he immediately 
assumes him to be a Jehovah’s Witness 
or a member of some other cult and 
becomes suspicious and hostile. 

Before the war, when Poland was a 
strongly Roman Catholic country, the 
priests were often the bitterest, most 
dangerous enemies of the believers.

Even during the war a number of be- 
lievers were thrown into German con- 
centration camps and _= massacred 
because the priests had accused them 
of sabotage or other subversive acts. 
Since Poland has become a socialist 
state, with the Communist Party in 
power, the assemblies enjoy far 
greater freedom than when Catholi- 
cism was uppermost. Still, there is but 
little animosity between the assem- 
blies and the Roman Catholic Church, 

The propagation of atheism is wide- 
spread. Atheistic societies meet in 
practically every town. But the blessed 
influence of the Word of God immun- 
izes the believers perfectly. 

Atheism’s successful spread and 
popularity simply confirms the de- 
cadence of the great churches—their 
failure, in spite of influencing the 
masses for ages, to produce real 
Christians. We have often pointed out 
to men in high positions that we be- 
lievers fear the great religious bodies 
as much as they do. We are far from 
all this outward pomp and professional 
theology which has for so long pro- 
duced only miserable results: a spirit- 
ually illiterate and destitute following. 

Communism has been only a natural 
reaction to this, a historical conse- 
quence. The atheists almost unvary- 
ingly single out religion for attack. 
But they do not comprehend, of 
course, what it is to know the Lord 
Jesus as personal Saviour. To make 
this clear to the people is the be- 
liever’s task—a great and wonderful 
task. 


+ At the moment, the political situa- 
tion has little influence on the assem- 
blies. Especially since Wladyslaw 
Gomulka became leader of the Polish 
government in 1956, both civil and 
religious pursuits have become much 
easier. There is no danger, as there 
was in the Stalinist period, of being 
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Private stores like this clothing market 
may compete with state shopping centers. 


arrested and imprisoned for religious 
convictions. Many persons—among 
them many believers—were then im- 
prisoned solely upon suspicion of 
spreading anti-government propa- 
ganda. Every one of them has subse- 
quently been released. 

Many became fearful when the 
brethren were arrested in 1950. The 
lack of security in private life helped 
drive many into separation from be- 
lievers and from the things of God. 
The life of some assemblies appeared 
extinguished. 

In the overruling goodness of our 
God, the heart-seizing fear gave the 
children of God opportunity to come 
to grips with the devil and to claim 
the promises of God’s Word. Perfect 
love casteth out fear. This trial was 
an opportunity for many to become 
strengthened in faith and to become 
more valiant for the Lord. 

Persecutions have wonderfully 
cleansed many assemblies of dross, of 
those unable to withstand a little fire. 
But should we not consider even this 
a great blessing? The Lord loves fear- 
less servants, and when no trial seems 
to move the believers, even the gov- 
ernments of socialist states credit them 
for their steadfastness. 

We now see that it was essential for 
so many to be kept in prison for 
months—even up to one or two years. 
In that way the authorities got to 
know the believers much better than 
they could have in any other way. 
The testimony and behavior of the 
brethren impressed the authorities to 
such an extent that our assemblies 
afterwards obtained governmental 
favor. Persecution thus resulted in 
greater freedom. 

Although the atmosphere has 
greatly changed since 1956, only the 
Lord knows for how long. Men who 
do not know the Saviour personally 
are apt to become terrified and to

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persecute any movement which seems 
to threaten their security. So we must 
pray for Poland, its government and 
its believers. 

The assemblies of the United Evan- 
gelical Church drew up a charter 
formulating mutual rights and obliga- 
tions and presented it to the author- 
ities.

Progress—our special joy recently— 
and others, plus quite a few tracts. 
The magazine, sent out to many coun- 
tries, reaches a number of friends 
abroad. 

There are difficulties, however. The 
greatest is in obtaining paper for 
printing books and tracts. There is a

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severe shortage of paper in this coun- 
try, and the government has recently 
allowed us only to print on paper re- 


| ceived as a gift from abroad. Pilgrim’s 


| 


Progress was printed on such paper, 
and also a fine hymnbook. 


Censorship authorities have beer 
very lenient with us, objecting t 
practically nothing we have intended 
to print. Of course it takes quite a long 
time to get through all the formalities 
—something the believers in the Wes 
never think of—but all the same, we 
are very thankful to our government 
for allowing us to get much valuable 
work done. 

What are our needs? 

We need much prayer. As Christians 
we all possess a great privilege that 
cannot be broken by any curtain or 
wall. No human obstacle can separate 
God’s children from meeting at the 
throne of grace. We very much need, 
therefore, to remember one another 
in prayer at all times, and the Lord 
will no doubt honor it. 

While we still need a little clothing, 
new customs regulations make it im- 
practical to send clothing to Poland 
except to those brothers and sisters 
who are pensioners; only they receive 
a reduction on customs duties. 

Our greatest need is for paper, so we 
can continue our literature ministry, 
We would immensely appreciate any 
endeavor to help along these lines. 

We need your discretion for our 
protection, too.

Believers in the West enjoy such 
freedom that many are oblivious to 
conditions prevailing in countries such 
as Poland. Consequently they often do 
things such as mailing us Christian 
literature containing anti-Communist 
utterances. This is enough to get the 
addressee into most serious trouble, 
and the church as well. New Testa- 
ments or Bibles come through easily. 
But one should send tracts or other 
literature very sparingly. When sent 
to private addresses, literature other 
than the Scriptures arouses suspicion. 
Quite a number of parcels even get 
lost. 

Believers from other countries write 
many letters. While this is very 
thoughtful often they go through 
censorship authorities and arouse 
much unnecessary suspicion, aggra- 
vating any existing strain. Please 
understand our situation, and do not 
make it difficult and dangerous for our 
believers. Whenever possible, deal in 
an official way through the church’s 
council in Warsaw, rather than with 
individual believers. END

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» With Christmas in the air once 
more, we have at hand some good 
atmospheric music that should help 
keep the meaning of Christmas real. 
I have here a very distinctive album 
cover entitled LOVE CAME DOWN 
AT CHRISTMAS, Word Records 
(W-3140-LP). This is another of the 
excellent quality recordings featuring 
the bass baritone voice of Frank Boggs 
and accompanied by the concert or- 
chestra of London. 

This impressive medley of tradi- 
tional Christmas carols includes, 
among others, A King is Born. A 
favorite of mine on the opening side 
is Jesus, Jesus, Rest Your Head. The 
title song initiates side two and is fol- 
lowed by such titles as What Child is 
This? and Sweet Little Jesus Boy. The 
album concludes the way it began— 
with a well-performed Medley of 
Carols. 

Frank Boggs’ voice provides the 
best sales impetus for his records. He 
always seems to be on top with quality 
at the fore. You'll hear no finer male 
solo singing or accompaniment on the 
theme of Christmas than this selection. 


» Before I wander too far from the 
Yuletide motif, I want to mention the 
album of carols and Christmas music 
available by the University of Red- 
lands Choir, CHORAL CHRISTMAS, 
J. W. Jones conducting. 

There are three selections in this 
that I feel are outstanding. I personally 
would secure the album on the basis 
of these three alone. The first is a 
simple but very effective version of 
O Little Town of Bethlehem. This is 
not the familiar tune, but if you enjoy 
something refreshing in sound and 
treatment, I’d suggest this. Another 
selection which I feel to be outstand- 
ing is The Song of Mary, with text 
from the Bible (Luke 1: 46-55). Remi- 
niscent of early church music in form, 
it is performed with such tenderness 
and precision as to make it attractive 
to almost anyone. The third selection 
you may enjoy hearing in this album 
is an alternate tune to Away in a 
Manger.

Zondervan Recordings 
of Grand Rapids, Mich., has recently 
released an album by Dick Faulkern, 
baritone with orchestra and choir, en- 
titled THE QUIET HOUR (ZLP-539). 
This is Faulkern’s second recording 
for Zondervan, and it exhibits his fine 
voice to good advantage. He sings 
here with orchestra, directed by James 
Draper. 

Faulkern sings his way through 
such heart songs as I Touched the 
Heart of God in Prayer, That Day at 
Calvary, Blessed Quietness, He Set 
My Tears to Music, Spirit of God and 
Through Gates of Splendor. His voice 
is rich, quiet and soothing, making 
one want to listen. This is a good rec- 
ord for the days of tension in which we 
live. I think you'll enjoy it. 


» Here’s one of the newest items from 
Crown V Records of Cleveland, Ohio. 
It’s IN THE IMAGE OF GOD—DICK 
AND ZOMA EDSTROM (CV-1029). 
These two voices, while not great in 
themselves, have great blending qual- 
ity and real appeal. They sing with 
tasteful interpretation.

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» With Christmas in the air once 
more, we have at hand some good 
atmospheric music that should help 
keep the meaning of Christmas real. 
I have here a very distinctive album 
cover entitled LOVE CAME DOWN 
AT CHRISTMAS, Word Records 
(W-3140-LP). This is another of the 
excellent quality recordings featuring 
the bass baritone voice of Frank Boggs 
and accompanied by the concert or- 
chestra of London. 

This impressive medley of tradi- 
tional Christmas carols includes, 
among others, A King is Born. A 
favorite of mine on the opening side 
is Jesus, Jesus, Rest Your Head. The 
title song initiates side two and is fol- 
lowed by such titles as What Child is 
This? and Sweet Little Jesus Boy. The 
album concludes the way it began— 
with a well-performed Medley of 
Carols. 

Frank Boggs’ voice provides the 
best sales impetus for his records. He 
always seems to be on top with quality 
at the fore. You'll hear no finer male 
solo singing or accompaniment on the 
theme of Christmas than this selection. 


» Before I wander too far from the 
Yuletide motif, I want to mention the 
album of carols and Christmas music 
available by the University of Red- 
lands Choir, CHORAL CHRISTMAS, 
J. W. Jones conducting. 

There are three selections in this 
that I feel are outstanding. I personally 
would secure the album on the basis 
of these three alone. The first is a 
simple but very effective version of 
O Little Town of Bethlehem. This is 
not the familiar tune, but if you enjoy 
something refreshing in sound and 
treatment, I’d suggest this. Another 
selection which I feel to be outstand- 
ing is The Song of Mary, with text 
from the Bible (Luke 1: 46-55). Remi- 
niscent of early church music in form, 
it is performed with such tenderness 
and precision as to make it attractive 
to almost anyone. The third selection 
you may enjoy hearing in this album 
is an alternate tune to Away in a 
Manger. 

The album is released on the Har- 
mony label, a subsidiary of Columbia 
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Records. The number is HL-7141. 


» HALLELUJAH, a top quality or- 
chestral album of Christmas music, is 
the best of its kind I’ve heard—fidelity 
wise, musically and in over-all rendi- 
tion. This is on Columbia Records 
(CL-1187) and should be available at 
most record stores. Percy Faith directs 
the orchestra. 

We have here a magnificent or- 
chestral setting of many of the love- 
liest hymns and carols of the season. 
One of the most impressive to me is 
Christians Awake. Also included is 
What Child is This, always beautiful. 


» Before we leave you, here’s a brief 
word about a couple of other record- 
ings available which would make nice 
Christmas gifts but which are not sea- 
sonal in nature. Zondervan Recordings 
of Grand Rapids, Mich., has recently 
released an album by Dick Faulkern, 
baritone with orchestra and choir, en- 
titled THE QUIET HOUR (ZLP-539). 
This is Faulkern’s second recording 
for Zondervan, and it exhibits his fine 
voice to good advantage. He sings 
here with orchestra, directed by James 
Draper. 

Faulkern sings his way through 
such heart songs as I Touched the 
Heart of God in Prayer, That Day at 
Calvary, Blessed Quietness, He Set 
My Tears to Music, Spirit of God and 
Through Gates of Splendor. His voice 
is rich, quiet and soothing, making 
one want to listen. This is a good rec- 
ord for the days of tension in which we 
live. I think you'll enjoy it. 


» Here’s one of the newest items from 
Crown V Records of Cleveland, Ohio. 
It’s IN THE IMAGE OF GOD—DICK 
AND ZOMA EDSTROM (CV-1029). 
These two voices, while not great in 
themselves, have great blending qual- 
ity and real appeal. They sing with 
tasteful interpretation. 

In the Image of God, A Heart Like 
Thine and This Love is Mine are all 
impressive. Piano accompaniment is 
handled aptly by Eddie Thomas. 

We'll just get in line here and await 
our turn to wish you a joyful Christ- 
mas and New Year.

Many have discovered that 
the easiest way to get rid of a 
duty is to do it, and do it now. 
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With this issue, Dr. Smith begins 
an important and timely series dealing 
in his own distinctive way with the 
scope and content of prophecy. He 
opens here with a particularly valu- 


> able view of prophecy as a whole. 


A GREAT passage of introduction to 
biblical prophecy is Deuteronomy 
18:9-22. Here we have (1) the con- 
demnation of all human schemes of 
divination (vv. 9-14), with which 
compare Isaiah 47:13, 14; (2) the 
promise of the Prophet to come (vv. 
15-19), for the fulfillment of which 
see John 1:45; 6:14; Acts 3:22, 23; 
7:37; (3) the test for determining 
whether a prophet is a true or false 
one (vv. 20-22), with which compare 
Deuteronomy 13:1-5; Isaiah 41:23; 
42:9; 44:24-26; Jeremiah 14:14, 15. 

Prophecy in the Bible is a revelation 
from God of what He wishes us to 
know of His purpose toward indi- 
viduals, nations, mankind and the uni- 
verse. This great body of prophetic 
revelation assumes and affirms the 
absolute foreknowledge of God (Isa. 
42:9; 46:9-11; 48:3-5). 

Biblical prophecy also implies that 
God is all-powerful, that He is able to 
bring to pass whatever He has fore- 
announced (Isaiah 46:11b; Ps. 33:10, 
11: Heb. 6:17). The actual word fore- 
know is found in Rom. 8:29; 11:2; and 
the word foreknowledge in Acts 2:23; 
I Peter 1:2. 

Prophecies found in the Holy Scrip- 
ture embrace the entire era of human 
history—to the end of history and the 
beginning of eternity. Thus, no force 
in the universe, personal or physical, 
can ever introduce, after this age 
closes, some new development on this 
earth, unforeseen by God and un- 
known to the prophets.

In biblical prophecy, as in all other 
areas of revelation in the Scriptures, 
the fallen state of the entire human 
race is recognized. Man is alienated 
from God (Isa. 59:2), and he is the 
servant of sin (Rom. 6:16-20), living 
in disobedience, according to the 
course of this world, according to “the 
prince of the power of the air” (Eph. 
2:2). Thus he is the enemy of God by 
wicked works (Phil. 3:18; Col. 1:21; 
James 4:4; I Cor. 15:25). This is true 
not only of individuals, but of heads 
of nations in their confederacies 
against God (as Ps. 2:2; Acts 4:26; 
Eph. 6:12; I Cor. 2:8; Rev. 16:12-14;

17: 12-14; 19:19, etc.). But even God’s 
enemies can only carry out His fore- 
announced program (Rev. 17:17). 
This attitude of antagonism toward 
God—this lawlessness latent in all un- 
regenerate men—and the fact that in 
this era the prince of this world is 
none other than “the enemy” (Matt. 
13: 28, 39), Satan himself (John 12:31; 
14:30; 16:11) makes inevitable a 
fierce, unceasing conflict in history. 
This conflict accounts for the con- 
vulsive struggles we find in the Book 
of Revelation, until He Who is the 
divinely appointed “ruler of the kings 
of the earth” (Rev. 1:5) shall have 
put all enemies under His feet (Ps. 
110: 12; Mark 12:36; I Cor. 15:25; Heb. 








the five great themes 
of biblical prophecy 


AN INTRODUCTION TO THE STUDY OF PROPHECY 


1:13; 10:13). “The earth shall be filled 
with the knowledge of the glory of the 
Lord, as the waters cover the sea” 
(Hab. 2:14; Num. 14: 20; Isa. 11:9). 

This opposition to God and to His 
Christ, accompanied by a hatred of 
those who are His (John 7:7; 15:18, 
19: 17:14; I John 3:13), this persist- 
ence in evil, has often—in part—been 
judged by God in the past. It will be 
finally judged when the trinity of evil 
beings and all the impenitent are cast 
into hell. This involves the wrath of 
God, as in the destruction of Sodom 
and Gomorrah, the defeat and captiv- 
ity of Israel, etc. (Ezek. 7:19; Ps. 21:9; 
116:5; Rom. 1:18; 2:5, 8; Eph. 2:3; 
5:6; I Thess. 1:10; Rev. 6:17, 18; 
19:15) 

God is not only a God of infinite 
power, foreknowledge and _ holiness, 
but He is also a God of mercy and 
love, who willeth not that any should 
perish (II Peter 3:9). Thus, from the 
hour of man’s initial disobedience, God 
has taken upon Himself to redeem 
men, to provide the means of recon- 
ciliation, to freely give eternal life to 
those who will believe, to make pos- 
sible the remission of sins and to 
create new heavens and a new 
earth, wherein dwelleth righteousness 
(II Pet. 3:13; Rom. 8:18-23). 

In achieving these great, grace- 
begotten, universal and_ eternally- 
abiding objectives, God has chosen to 
work through certain individuals and 
through a chosen people. His gracious 
purpose to redeem men and to erect 
on this earth a kingdom of peace and 
righteousness centers in the Person 
and Work. of His only begotten Son. 
This Son is the Messiah, the King of 
kings, concerning whom we have in 
the Scriptures a glorious, inexhaust- 
ible body of what we term “Messianic 
prophecies.” 

Some prophecies clearly require a 
dual fulfillment, e.g., Joel 2:28-32, 
which had both an initial and partial

Optimism 
of Faith 


The prophets had an abiding 
faith in the people of Israel. The 
sternness of their denunciations 
could never conceal the greatness 
of their love for the straying 
children of Jehovah. 

Suffering personal _ violence, 
their message going unheeded, 
the prophets yet clung tena- 
ciously to their mission. In the 
midst of abject darkness they 
predicted the dawn of a better 
day. When conquest and exile 
reduced the kingdom of Israel 
to ruins, the prophets saw their 
nation rising from the dust to a 
new place in the Kingdom of 
God. 

The prophets were not vision- 
aries, nor did they stoically re- 
sign themselves to conditions as 
they found them, They rather 
lived and labored in the faith of 
the inevitable triumph of Je- 
hovah in Israel and in the world. 
That faith they sealed with their 
lives. Glorious faith! 

Those of us who stand guard 
upon the walls of Zion today must 
be men and women of the same 
spirit. To love Israel’s golden age 
and the Jerusalem of past glory 
and splendor is quite natural. But 
to remain faithful to Israel scat- 
tered among the nations; to love 
Jerusalem’s ruins and to see in 
them the promise of a returning 
glory, that is love at its highest. 

It is not enough to love the 
Israel of the past, or even to love 
a little more the Israel that is vet 
to be. To watch with Israel 
through the night of unbelief— 
to love the Jew of today, and 
never to waver in our prayer and 
work for his salvation—that is the 
true measure of the love of Christ.

| fulfillment on the Day of Pentecost 
(Acts 2:16-21), but which certainly 
will have a final and complete fulfill- 
ment in the end of this age. 

Some prophecies, admittedly, are 
what may be called “conditional 
prophecies.” Illustrations of this type 
of prophecy may be found in such 
passages as Leviticus 26; Jeremiah 
38:17, 18; Jonah 3. 

When studying any specific pro- 
phetic passage in the Scriptures, we 
must—as far as available data makes 
possible — carefully determine two 


| basic factors. 


First we must determine the ones or 
place to which the prophecy refers. 
Even the Ethiopian eunuch, having 
read Isaiah 53, felt compelled to ask of 


| Philip, “Of whom speaketh the proph- 


et? of himself, or of some other man?” 


| (Acts 8:34). Christians have always 


taken this as a Messianic prophecy— 
while the Jews to this day reject such 


| an identification. It will make a great 


deal of difference, e.g., whether we be- 
lieve Daniel 8: 23-25 and 11:36-45 re- 
fer to the cruel policies of Antiochus 
Epiphanes two centuries before the 
death of Christ, or to Antichrist’s per- 
secution still in the future. Sometimes 
acknowledgedly it is difficult—though 
not impossible—to identify beyond all 
possibility of error such a geographi- 
cal term as “the land shadowing with 
wings” (Isa. 18:2); or dogmatically to 
affirm the exact meaning of Babylon 
in Revelation 17 and 18, for which at 
least nine different interpretations 








have been suggested. 

We must always refrain from mak- 
ing a prophecy directed to a certain 
area apply to the destiny of an alto- 
gether different area. Thus we must 
never use a prediction of divine judg- 
ment upon Jerusalem as _ referring 
with equal force to Paris, or London, 
Moscow or New York. God’s promises 
to Israel regarding the fertility of Pal- 
estine cannot, by any sound principle 
of hermeneutics, be taken also as di- 
vine promises to the early settlers of 
America, which was often called “the 
new Canaan.” 

In the second place, we must, as far 
as possible, determine to what period 
of time a prophecy refers. Some 
prophecies contain specific chronologi- 
cal data, such as Genesis 6:3; 15:13; 
41:29; Numbers 14:33; Jeremiah 
25:11, 12; Daniel 8:14, which have 
been fulfilled. Then we have numer- 
ous predictions about the concluding 
years of this age that contain such 
time periods as “time, times and a half 
time,” as Daniel 7:25; 12:7; Revelation 
12:14; forty-two months, Revelation 
11:2; 13:5; 1260 days, Revelation 12:6; 
the enigmatical periods of Daniel 
12:11, 12 and above all, the great 
chronological prophecy of Daniel 
9: 24-27. One must beware of adopting 
a confusing and unwarranted “year- 
day” theory, changing days to years, 
as the Seventh Day Adventists have 
done with Daniel 8:13, 14. One must 
never forget that the Bible nowhere 
tells us how long this age will last or

Of the increase of his government and peace there 
shall be no end, upon the throne of David, and upon his kingdom, to 
order it, and to establish it with judgment and with justice from hence- 
forth even for ever. The zeal of the Lord of hosts will perform this.”

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HE WORLD is rapidly falling apart. There is an in- 

crease in the momentum of change. During these very 
days at the United Nations determined efforts are being 
made to challenge the West’s moral and political leader- 
ship in the world. The men and nations leading this 
attack are ruthless—unrestrained by law—and they pos- 
sess tremendous power. Certainly we live in critical times. 

In the face of this world situation, it is urgent that be- 
lievers seek to place themselves into the total context of 
God’s worldwide missionary purpose. The local congre- 
gation dare not be content to represent the Lord only 
within its neighborhood. It must foster a climate for world 
missions. 

A Hungarian believer once said—and I believe rightly— 
that a person should experience three “conversions” rather 
than one. This is not quite biblical language, but the obser- 
vation certainly is in harmony with all that Scripture 
teaches regarding God’s dealings with men. 

What are these three “conversions”? 

First, there is the personal confronting of the soul by a 
gracious, redeeming God. This leads to repentance and 
faith, the terminating of a self-centered existence and the 
commencement of a Christ-indwelt life. 

But inasmuch as God is a Person, we can expect that 
His dealings with His creatures will be on a person-to- 
person basis that will deepen and unfold with the passage 
of time. There is to be the sequence of challenge and 
response, interaction and obedience, inward growth and 
outward usefulness. 

The experience of a second “conversion,” therefore, 
comes when one recognizes he has no right to a separate, 
solitary Christian experience. He must identify himself 
fully with the life of the local group. Christians belong to 
one another. They are to bear one another’s burdens. 
They only sustain one another by being deeply committed 
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to this principle of the corporateness of God’s people on 
earth. 

But there is also a third “conversion”—one that came to 
me a considerable period after coming to Christ personally 
and becoming active in a local church. 

At the time I was a civil engineer—and a Christian. 
Jesus Christ indwelt my heart, and I was giving Him all 
my spare time. Then a friend gave me a commentary on 
the minor prophets. Through this book a new dimension 
came into my thinking. I became aware of peoples and 
nations. I discovered that God had a purpose in history— 
a purpose that He had been carrying out down through 
the years, and a purpose that embraced the whole human 
race. 

The more I read that book and searched the Scriptures 
the more I become aware that, insofar as God’s essential 
purpose was concerned, I was but a spectator, living my 
days almost totally oblivious of all but the local scene. 

Questions began to intrude. Why had He brought me to 
Himself while I was still young? Why had He given me 
certain cultural and academic advantages? Why was I 
an American, not a Tibetan? Certainly, it was unthink- 
able but that in working out His purpose He had some 
place for me in it. 

And so I cast myself at His feet and implored Him to 
reveal to me where I fitted into His world-wide purpose. 
It was like confronting a burning bush. It was stepping 
into the mid-stream of vital spiritual experience—to find 
my place in God’s world-wide program. 





+ Just what is God’s program? According to Scripture, 
it has been unfolding in successive stages. Let’s review, 
for a moment, some of the most important events. 

God first created man in His own image and after His 
likeness, that there might be fellowship between Himself 
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and His creatures. But man turned his back to God and 
chose an existence separate from Him. The rift between 
God and man soon became a gulf—a gulf that widened and 
deepened as the human race drifted away in self- 
centeredness. But in those first moments following the 
Fall, God announced that His virgin-born One would deal 
with the tempter and reconcile the human race. 

During the first long historical period God allowed the 
human race to go to the depths of its own sinfulness. Then 
God began to prepare for the coming of His Redeemer. He 
started with Abram, and through him prepared for the 
coming of Jesus Christ. He converted Abram, made of him 
a family, made of his family a tribe, then a people, and 
finally a nation into which in the fullness of time He might 
send forth His Son. 

The remainder of the Old Testament records the unfold- 
ing of this purpose and the enemy’s persistent efforts to 
thwart Him. Again and again it seemed as though Satan 
would succeed in corrupting, dividing or even destroying 
God’s people. But, again and again, God somehow main- 
tained His purpose by raising up some man to turn the 
tide. 

Now this is what concerns us. For the Old Testament 
record does not dwell much on the first conversions of the 
people. Nor does it tell us much regarding the collective 
life local congregations shared. Rather, its history is sig- 
nificantly selective. It records, not the activities of the 
many, but the activities of the few. And who were the 
few? Those who, on the human level, somehow came to 
understand what God was doing. 

There are many Old Testament illustrations that un- 
cover this selective principle. Think of cultured Moses in 
Egypt—converted to God but unproductive for Him inso- 
far as his early life was concerned. But God saw in Moses 
a man who was concerned about His purpose. In the end, 
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He brought that man to a burning 
bush, revealed what he should do, and 
Moses stepped in a significant way 
into the purpose of God. 

Think of Elijah. Here also was a 
man who was concerned about God’s 
purpose — who was determined to 
stand athwart the downward path 
God’s people were taking and call 


| them back to the worship of Jehovah. 


There were other men who, through 
relating themselves to God’s purpose, 
stepped into fullness — Daniel who 
who built, the 
prophets who preached. 

In the end, God won. His Old Testa- 
ment purpose of preparing for the 
coming of His Son was achieved. 
Christ came, that He might redeem 
through His death, burial and resur- 


| rection. 


+ On that day that marked Christ’s 


. | triumph over the grave, He began to 
| instruct His people in the matter of 
| world-wide witness—the proclamation 
| of His gospel to the ends of the earth. 


This was the next phase of God’s 


| eternal purpose. 


This is also the purpose to which the 
apostle Paul refers in Ephesians 3:10, 


| 11 that “.. . by the church, the mani- 


fold wisdom of God might be made 


| known to the principalities and pow- 
| ers in the heavens. . 
| His eternal purpose’—His over-all 
| strategy. 


. according to 


Paul affirmed that all classes of peo- 
ple scattered throughout the earth 


| should be given an opportunity to hear 
| the gospel. This, he teaches, is the 
| chief function of the Church—not the 
| Church static, content merely with 
| ministering in its own neighborhood, 
| but the Church reaching outward and 


onward until the whole world is 


evangelized. 
We all know what followed Jesus’ 


| Great Commission. After Pentecost 
| there was a flame that went from heart 
| to heart. All participated as the gospel 
| moved outward. Within a few decades 
| churches were planted in all the major 
| cities of the Roman Empire. They in 


turn reached out with the gospel. 

But we also know something of the 
history of the Church. Satan counter- 
attacked. His old tactics of defiling 
God’s people, dividing them, distorting 
their message and even physically de- 
stroying them were applied in unre- 
lenting measure. The turning point 
came roughly at AD 500. One can al- 
most refer to the thousand-year period 
from 500-1500 as a time when Satan 
largely succeeded in preventing the 
Church from discharging her mis- 
sionary obligation. 

Yet God was still committed to His 
purpose. He eventually found among 


' His people those who would redis- 


cover, then reaffirm His world-wide 
purpose and give themselves to its 
achievement. He brought about the 
Protestant Reformation. This refined 
the message of salvation and re- 
established the unique authority of 
Scripture. 

But Satan counter-attacked again 
and the Reformation did little about 
world-wide missions. Then God raised 
up Whitefield and the Wesleys and 
used them to bring about the Evange- 
lical Awakening of the 18th century. 
Its impact carried through the 19th 
century — one of great missionary 
advance. 


+ Now the 20th century has seen 
Satan counter-attacking as never be- 
fore—by war, revolution, Communism 
and spiritual decay in the churches. 
While God’s missionary purpose is ad- 
vancing today at an unprecedented 
rate, we are not so blind as to realize 
that with the rapid drive of the world

toward political unification, the strik- 
ing growth of militant Communism 
and the growth of political Romanism, 
the future of missionary activity has 
ominous overtones. 

Recent events in the Congo, in Cuba, 
in China and Laos all point to the late- 
ness of the hour. But the end is not 
yet. That end or consummation of the 
age will be realized only when this 
gospel is preached in all the world for 
a witness unto all nations. I firmly be- 
lieve that as the age darkens it will 
prove a greater and greater test of a 
church’s devotion to Jesus Christ and 
His world-wide purpose. 

What, then, should be the response 
of the local church to the situation as 
we confront it in this hour? One is 
obliged to confess that many an evan- 
gelical church today is almost totally 
unrelated to God’s missionary pur- 
pose. Yet there are exceptions to this 
dreary pattern of indifference to 
missions. 

I think, for instance, of the Park 
Street Church in Boston, which per- 
haps exemplifies the kind of mission- 
ary spirit that should prevail in all 
churches. You are not in that church 
long before you become aware of the 
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third “conversion” climate. God’s 
world-wide purpose is the accepted 
premise upon which all its Christian 
service is being built. 

This premise affirms that Christians 
have no right to their possessions. 
They should give sacrificially to His 
cause. Christians have no right to their 
children. They should train them and 


pray them out into God’s service. 


Christians have no right to their spare | 


time. They should be instant in season 


and out of season, taking the gospel to | 


others. 

This is the atmosphere of 
church. When a Christian identifies 
himself with it, he almost automati- 
cally becomes 
Why? Because that church has created 
an atmosphere in which the ideal of 
missionary sacrifice and service is 
made outstanding. 

This kind of atmosphere in the 
church and in the home makes mis- 
sionaries of those who grow up in 
them. A generation ago more than 
seventy per cent of all missionary re- 
cruits came from Christian homes and 
churches. Today these sources are no 
longer producing the bulk of our mis- 
sionary force. Now candidates for the 
mission field, more often than not, 
come from those students who were 
converted to Christ while undergrad- 
uates in college. 

Why has there been this change? 
Because the spirit of the world in- 
creasingly is invading our homes and 
churches, and the climate of missions 
there no longer is being studiously 
cultivated. 

Arthur T. Pierson in his book The 
Acts of the Apostles points out that the 
men who served as missionaries dur- 
ing the great missionary advance of 
the 19th century were largely the 
products of Christian homes. It is not 
true today. 


+ Because of this cool climate of 
indifference to missions found in so 
many evangelical churches today—and 
at a time when the world so desper- 
ately needs the Christian message—I 
personally have fears concerning the 
future of God’s missionary. program. 
Ultimately, of course, God’s purpose 
will come to a triumphant conclusion. 
But the Lord has delayed His second 
coming up until this late, troubled 
hour. Why? Because apparently His 
missionary purpose has not yet been 
completed. Most church folks today 
still have never experienced what our 
Hungarian friend termed “the third 
conversion.” 

As a Church we must press on to 
the full acceptance of all that such an 
experience of new awareness should 
mean to us—both personally and as a 
body. ENnpD

tion at Dallas Theological Seminary. 
For this book he has edited a series 
of messages he has delivered many 
times on the major themes of Biblical 
prophecy. 

A word of caution should be given 
the reader concerning the chapter 
“The Great Harlot.” Pentecost here 
identifies Nimrod as the leader of the 
rebels against God who built the 
Tower of Babel, although for histori- 
cal and archaeological reasons Nimrod 
must have lived many, many centuries 
after the Tower of Babel. Further- 
more, he states that Nimrod married 
one Semiramis, who, he says, bore a 
son named Tammuz and also became 
high priestess of the Babylonian re- 
ligion. Scripture says nothing about 
a Semiramis, however, nor do the 
mythologies of the ancient religions 
of Babylonia, Canaan or Greece con- 
tain this tradition. 

Aside from this minor point, the 
book can be recommended as a trust- 
worthy exposition of the great pro- 
phetic passages of God’s Word.—John 
Rea

Patriarch Dubbed Calvinist 


PROTESTANT PATRIARCH; THE 
LIFE OF CYRIL LUCARIS (1572- 
1638), PATRIARCH OF CON- 
STANTINOPLE, by George A. 
Hadjiantoniou (John Knox Press, 
Richmond, 160 pages, $3.50) 


This volume is a significant contri- 
bution to church history for the 
English-speaking world. 

It is the fascinating but sad story of 
Cyril Lucaris. Lucaris was a bright 
star shining in the darkness of hatred, 
treachery, intrigue and bribery. Be- 
cause he was a pure-minded, saintly, 
spiritual, evangelical reformer in the 
Greek Orthodox Church, he was hated 
the more by both the Greek and 
Roman clergy. 

Cyril was by no means a common 
man. Three times ecumenical primate 
of Constantinople, he gave his people 
the first modern Greek New Testa- 
ment translation and an evangelical 
confession of faith, but received mar- 
tyrdom as his reward. Twice exiled 
from his ecclesiastical throne, he was 
apprehended in 1638 through the com- 
bined efforts of jealous clergymen, 
the Pope of Rome and the Muslim 
emperor of Turkey. He could almost 
have been called an evangelical Prot- 
estant. In fact he was accused and 
condemned as a Calvinist heretic. 

The author has collected in well- 
documented form some rare but in- 
teresting Reformation history out of 
the Eastern Orthodox Church.—Elgin 
S. Moyer 


Despair to Glory 
| 1 SAW THE LIGHT, by H. J. Hegger 


(Presbyterian and Reformed Pub- 
lishing Co., Philadelphia, 171 pages, 
$3.75) 


A young man who trained in the 
priesthood of the Roman Catholic 
Church has written his spiritual auto- 
biography. Throughout his account of 
becoming born again Dr. Hegger 
keeps his story free from bitterness 
and undue criticism, while presenting 
his conviction without a trace of com- 
promise. 

“In the calm of my peace in Jesus 
Christ, my Saviour,” he writes, “I am 
better able to reflect on my new Pos- 
session, and on the way that led me to 
this storehouse of untold wealth.” The 
author describes “The Path Behind 
Me,” brings the reader through the 
“Clouds of Despair,” and shares the 
victorious experiences in his “Flight 
into Dawn,” ultimately leading to 
“The Glory of His Presence.” 

Along this path are signposts to 
point the earnest reader to the pre- 
cious realities of life eternal in Jesus 





Christ. He convincingly opens the 
door to his new way of life for all who 
sincerely desire the truth, as opposed 
to the religion he rejected upon seeing 
the light.—L. E. Mathews 


Churches of the Old South 


LOOK TO THE ROCK, photographs 
by Carl Julien, text by Daniel W. 
Hollis (John Knox Press, Richmond, 
156 pages, $10.00). 


Seldom does a volume come from 
the press which can properly be called 
unique. But here is a handsome publi- 
cation which well might be described 
by that term. Attractively bound, it 
contains 9-by-12-inch pages of high 
quality paper. The principal contents 
are one hundred lovely full-page 
photographs of Southern Presbyterian 
Church buildings, situated in fifteen 
states. Of various styles of architec- 
ture, these churches are distinguished 
by the fact that all were constructed 
before the Civil War took place. Some 
indeed date long before that period. A 
brief history of each church is in- 
cluded. In addition, the book com- 
mences with a concise, well written, 
brief history of the Presbyterian 
Church in America, down to the close

Keep in Mind 


1. Luke, the writer of the third 
Gospel and of Acts, was a careful his- 
torian. Notice how he pinpoints the 
beginning of the ministry of John the 
Baptist (Luke 3:1, 2), indicating the 
political and religious leaders at the 
time. Likewise we have the time note 
concerning the taxing, or rather the 
census, here in Luke 2:2. This is his- 
tory, not legend. 

2. There was difficulty for a long 
time, however, about Cyrenius (or 
Quirinius). It was known that he was 
governor in A.D. 6, when he con- 
ducted a census which stirred rioting. 
This seems to be what Gamaliel re- 
ferred to in Acts 5:37. But that was 
too late for the birth of Christ by ten 
years. It now appears that Cyrenius 
had two terms of office, in both of 
which he carried out a census by order 
of the emperor. Perhaps his success 
the first time had something to do with 
his second appointment. All this re- 
minds us that the historical “diffi- 
culties” of the Bible only need time. 
One by one they have been answered 
by the coming to light of new knowl- 
edge. We have no need to fear for the 
truth of Holy Scripture. 


Consider These Points 


1. The circumstances of the Sav- 
iour’s birth (vv. 1-7). 

(a) How Jesus came to be born 
in Bethlehem. Seven centuries be- 
fore the coming of the Messiah, God 
had revealed that He should be born 
in Bethlehem Ephrathah, in Judea 
(Micah 5:2). But Joseph and Mary 
lived in Nazareth, about eighty miles 
north of Bethlehem, in days when 
travel was by donkey or by foot. How 
will God fulfill His word of prophecy? 
He could have used the dream, as He

did later in having the Child taken to 
Egypt, but He had other means. This 
was a world event, and God moved the 
Roman empire to have His Son born 
in the city of David. The imperial 
census, along with the special con- 
cession to Jewish family pride that 
they should enroll in the city of their 
fathers—that was God’s ordering, and 
God’s way. 

(b) How Jesus came to be born in 
a stable. The sons of David, converg- 
ing on little Bethlehem, soon taxed the 
available accommodation, so when 
Mary and Joseph arrived “there was 
no room for them in the inn.” Because 
of the evangelical applications of that 
fact we have almost unconsciously 
come to regard the innkeeper as a 
wicked, cruel man. This is an unfor- 
tunate conclusion. It is not unlikely 
that the stable belonged to the inn, 
and that the owner, out of the kind- 
ness of his heart, made the stable as 
clean and comfortable as he could fo: 
this pair who quite evidently needed 
shelter. And while it was a very 
humble setting for the holy birth, I 
suggest it offered more quiet and 
privacy than the inn. Perhaps, after 
all, it was a divine mercy. 

2. The announcement of the Sav- 
iour’s birth (vv. 8-16) 

(a) The declaration of the angels. 
Nowadays we have pretty little cards 
to announce a birth. Heralds announce 
royal births. Here was the humblest 
birth of all, yet it was given more 
than regal announcement. An angelic 
herald, accompanied by a host of 
heavenly beings, came with the tid- 
ings. But who were chosen as the 
recipients of the announcement? Not 
the nobility, nor the religious hier- 
archy, but a group of shepherds 
“keeping watch over their flock by 
night.” Surely a prophecy that the 
vast majority of the Lord’s followers 
would be common people! First there 
was the recitative, the announcement 
proper by one angel; then the great 
chorus, the Gloria in excelsis. Notice 
the titlke—a Saviour (Jesus), Christ 
(Messiah), Lord. 

(b) The discovery of the shpherds. 
There was no delay on their part. 
Believing the report meant action, 
they looked for the given sign—a 
swaddled babe in a manger. There 
may have been other swaddled babes 
in Bethlehem that night, but none

Sermon on the Mount, was no abroga- 
tion of Moses, but an authoritative 
interpretation of Moses, or a sweep- 
ing away of the debris that had 
gathered around the law. While John’s 
statement holds true that “the law 
was given by Moses, but grace... 
came by Jesus Christ,” there is still 
grace in the law, and law in grace. 


Consider These Points 


1. Grace in Law (Exod. 34:1-8). 
Sinai is a good setting for verse 7b. 
Moses, having smashed the original 
tables on the rocks below the cloud- 
wreathed peak, climbs back up the 
mountain, carrying duplicate stone 
tables upon which God will write the 
Ten Words. In face of the sin of Israel 
which inspired Moses’ wrath, one is 
not surprised to hear God say of Him- 
self, “that he will by no means clear 
the guilty.” W. M. Clow calls this “the 
dark line in God’s face,” and I heartily 
recommend his sermon of that title in 
The Cross in Christian Experience. 
Men shrink from that dark line, and 
seek to portray God without it, but 
just as Oliver Cromwell rejected the 
artist’s portrait of him because he 
omitted the wart on the rugged sol- 
dier’s nose, so it is no true represen- 
tation of God which leaves out this

2. Law in Grace (Matt. 5:17-20).

its authority, its inwardness. Here is 
no abrogation, but fulfillment—a ful- 


| fillment nothing short of Calvary. Be- 


cause of the weakness of the flesh, the 
law will never save anybody, but that 
does not release men from its require- 
ments. Being “free from the law” is 
not license to flout its demands, but 
deliverance from its curse. Grace sup- 
plies a new and inward force for 
obedience, till the righteous demands 
of the law are fulfilled in us “who 
walk not after the flesh but after the 
Spirit” (Rom. 8:3). So our Lord 
insists on preserving the law entire, 
down to its smallest letter (jot) and 


| minutest marking (tittle) and de- 


nounces any light attitude toward it. 
Our Lord fulfilled the word of the 


| prophet Isaiah, “He will magnify the 


law, and make it honourable” (Isa. 
42:21). He did this in His teaching, | 
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in His life, and in His death, and He 
will do it in the judgment. 


Appl. These Truths 


1. God does not mutilate His law to 
accommodate men who break it, but 
will judge men by a whole law. 

9. The God of the law is also the 
God of all grace, and the God of grace 
is also the righteous Judge. 

3. You will not be saved by keep- 
ing the law, but salvation will enable 
you to keep the law, not only in the 
letter, but in the spirit of it.

There are three great monotheistic 





faiths (acknowledging only one God) | 


in the 


world—Mohammedanisn,, | 


Judaism and Christianity. The first | 
two of these are unitarian as well as | 


monotheistic. That is, they hold that 
the one God is a simple and absolute 
unit. Over against that, Christianity is 
trinitarian. It teaches that within the 


one and only Godhead there are three | 


personal distinctions—not three be- 
ings, which would be tritheism—but 
three personal forms within the one 
being. That is the great point of cleav- 
age, in which the true deity’ of our 
Lord Jesus Christ is at stake. Even 
within professed Christianity 


monotheism, among them the Uni- 
tarian Society. These fail to “honor the 
Son even as they honor the Father,” 
and therefore do not truly honor the 
Father, for the Father refuses to ac- 
cept honor which is not shared with 
the Son (John 5:22, 23). 


Consider These Points 


1. Acknowledging one God (Ex. 
20:1-3). Here we have the first com- 
mandment of the Decalogue, “Thou 
shalt have no other gods before me.” 


Blhis does not mean simply that we 
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must give God first place in a whole 


pantheon of deities. There is only one | 


who bears the true character and 
nature and essence of deity. He rec- 
ognizes no other, and men are under 
obligation to acknowledge His sole 
and unique Godhood. How earnestly 
this is brought out in Isaiah 45, in the 
prophecy concerning Cyrus! Mark the 
emphasis in verses 5, 6, 18. Look up

Did you notice that this beginning 
of law is actually founded on grace? 
God did not put the children of Israel 
under probation to keep His law in 
| Egypt, with promise of deliverance if 
| they succeeded. Rather He wrought 
for their salvation, He redeemed them 
from the house of bondage, so showing 
Himself their God. Then He used that 
mighty act of grace as the argument 
| for their acknowledging Him, and 
| Him alone, as God. See, then, how 
grace precedes law! 

2. Loving one God (Deut. 6:4-9). 
Here we have the basic tenet of the 
Jewish faith, with which their ritual 
of worship begins. “Jehovah thy God 
is one Jehovah.” It is made the basis 
of Jewish unitarianism as well as of 
Jewish monotheism. There is no doubt 
about its being a great monotheistic 
statement, but to make it teach uni- 
| tarianism is going too far. The “one” 
here is not the one of solitary, ab- 
solute aloneness. It can refer to a 
oneness embracing a plurality, as in 
the marital statement, “They two shall 
be one flesh.” 

This one Jehovah is to be loved. 
Christ called this “the first and great 
commandment” (Matt. 22:37, 38). For 
God is not only to be acknowledged, 
but to be loved. Moreover, our whole 
being is to be pressed into this high 
duty of loving God—heart, soul, 
might. Love, you will observe, is under 
the control of the will. This irresistible 
passion which goes by the name of 
love is not known in the Bible. 

3. Serving one God (Matt. 6:24). 
Did you ever try to serve two bosses 
at once? I expect it was a frustrating 
experience. It always is. Yet how

Word of God and to any orthodox 
statement of the person of Christ. 
Second, it makes conversion a matter 
f human experience on a natural 
slane rather than a supernatural work 
God in which He gives us eternal 
fe. A person dead in trespasses and 
sins and involved in Adam’s trans- 
syessions needs something more than 
thinking God’s thoughts and yielding 
to God. Third, it of course completely 
by-passes the redeeming work of 
Christ on the cross, substituting a 
glvation by imitation and experience 
fr a salvation by regeneration and 
transformation by the Holy Spirit. 
Unfortunately, this view is often 
presented so subtly that even orthodox 
Christians do not at once recognize it. 
This older liberalism that elevates 
ordinary man to deity or that attempts 
to raise man by experience to a plane 
equal with the Son of God is still with 
us, But a newer, more subtle form of 
departure from the faith is found to- 
day in the neo-orthodox doctrine of 
the person of Christ. 


+Tue flow of neo-orthodoxy, fol- 
lowing World War I, was partly a re- 
action against the old liberalism that 
denied the deity of Christ and the 
possibility of God supernaturally com- 
municating to man. It attempted to re- 
tun to faith in an omnipotent and 
transcendent God who supernaturally 
communicates to man. Though it is 
neither orthodox nor new in its main 
edements, it has come to be regarded 
asa middle position between extreme 
liberalism and the Biblical faith. 

In neo-orthodox theology God is 
considered infinite, holy and tran- 
sendent, and therefore utterly be- 
yond man. Man, in contrast to God, is 
viewed as sinful, finite and unable to 
communicate with God, to discover or 
to think “God’s thoughts. In neo- 
orthodox theology Christ is considered 
a bridging the gap between God and 
man, since Christ is the supreme form 
of God revealing Himself in the form 
of man. 

There is a measure of truth in this 
airmation. It is true that Christ said 
inJohn 1:18, “No man hath seen God 
a any time; the only begotten Son, 
which is in the bosom of the Father, 
te hath declared him.” It is also true 
that “grace and truth came by Jesus 
Christ” (John 1:17). Neo-orthodox 
theologians, however, substitute a 


“Beersonal experience of Christ for the 


biblical revelation of Christ in the 
Word of God. In other words, they 
told that they know God because they 
ow Christ, not because they know 
the God of the Scriptures. 
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Dr. Kenneth Kantzer states this dis- 
tinction in these words: “The funda- 
mental objection of the neo-ortho- 
dox to the orthodox doctrine of the 
Bible is their conviction that Christ, 
not the Bible, is the proper object of 
religious faith. Fundamentalists re- 


verse this order [he charges] and, in| 
so doing, erect the Bible into an idol. | 
them belief in the Bible comes) 


For 
first, then, because they believe the 
Bible they also profess faith in Christ. 
The right basis of faith—so the neo- 
orthodox affirms—is Christ first and 
then, to the degree that the Bible wit- 
nesses to Christ, they accept the Bible” 
(Bibliotheca Sacra, January 1959, 
p. 18). 

It is untrue, of course, that evan- 
gelicals make the Bible an idol. The 
Bible is the object of faith as God’s 
inspired Word, but it is not worshiped 
in any sense. Of course orthodox 
Christians through their fellowship in 
Christ have experienced that which 
confirms their faith in the Bible. But 
this is not what the neo-orthodox 
holds; he considers his experience of 
Christ the basis of the authority of the 
Word of God. 

At first glance this view may seem | 
to be partially valid. The atheist who 
challenged a preacher, “Prove to me 
that Christ ever lived,” was answered, 


“I know He lived because I just got | 


through talking with Him.” He ap-| 
pealed to experience as proof. If a per- 
son rejects the Bible, possibly this is 
the only approach one can make. 


+ Bur as a study of neo-orthodoxy 
today will reveal, founding theology | 
upon experience leads to utter con- 
fusion. There is hardly a doctrine 
which is not both held and rejected by 
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adherents of neo-orthodoxy. Some be- | 


lieve in the deity of Christ. Others do 
not. Some believe in the doctrine of 
the Trinity. Others do not. Some ac- 
cept the virgin birth. Others deny it. 
Some accept the doctrine of substitu- 
tionary atonement and others reject it. | 
Yet all are in the neo-orthodox school | 
of thought and basically have founded 
their teaching on the same point of | 
view. 

Karl Barth seems very close to or- 
thodoxy in his statement of the person | 
of Christ. Emil Brunner seems to take | 
a similar position, though he ques- | 
tions that the virgin birth is an essen- 
tial doctrine. On the other hand, 
Reinhold Niebuhr boldly states that 
Christ does not have a divine nature, | 
affirming it impossible for a person to 
have both a human and a divine 





nature. Others do not even debate the 
point, but plainly deny the deity of | 
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Christ. Karl Barth asserts that Christ 
could not sin. Others in neo-orthodoxy 
assert that Christ could sin, and in fact 
believe He did. 

From what has been said, it should 
be evident that neo-orthodoxy is not 
orthodox, but that it actually repro- 
duces many of the shortcomings of 
modern liberalism. Though some neo- 
orthodox theologians regard the per- 
son of Christ in a way similar to 
orthodoxy, others without apology 
embrace the liberal point of view 
which denies His deity. The doctrine 
that holds these diverse elements to- 
gether is not based on Christ in His 
person as revealed in the Bible but 
rather on Christ as revealed in per- 
sonal experience. By contrast, ortho- 
doxy holds that only as our faith in 
Christ is rooted in the Christ of the 
Scriptures can we be sure that the 


| object of our faith and devotion is 


| indeed the very Son of God. 


+ In the history of the church there 
has been divergence in exact expres- 
sion of the meaning of the death of 
Christ. In general, though, orthodoxy 


| has affirmed that Christ in His death 
| was a sacrifice for sinners, and that He 
| in some way made it possible for a 


righteous God to declare a sinner 
justified. Though evangelical Chris- 


| tians do not define their understanding 


of the death of Christ in identical 
terminology, they always have re- 
jected the idea that Christ died the 


| death of an ordinary man, that He, in 


death, was merely an example of a 
devoted and sincere man who was 
faithful to the end. The viewpoint of 
modern liberalism, therefore, which 
considers the death of Christ non- 
essential, has never been an orthodox 


| view. 





Similarly, orthodox Christianity ha, 
always viewed the resurrection ¢ 
Christ as a bodily resurrection from 
the grave. It has rejected on the on 
hand the idea that Christ merely 
swooned and did not die, or on the 
other hand, that His resurrection 
should be spiritualized and considered 
simply His living on in the lives g 
His disciples. Orthodox Christianity 
clings to the fact of the empty tom) 
and to the evidence from many wit. 
nesses that Christ rose bodily from the 
dead and ascended into heaven. 

Practically all the ancient erro 
which plagued the Church in relation 
to the death and resurrection of Chrig 
can be found in contemporary Chris. 
tianity. Of special significance, hoy. 
ever, is the viewpoint of those classi. 
fied as neo-orthodox. Again, a variety 
of opinions may be observed. Some 
like Karl Barth, seem to affirm the 
orthodox view that Christ died for oy 
sins. Others find no real significance 
to the death of Christ as far as God’ 
forgiveness of sin is concerned. They 
are often little removed from the ol 
liberalism which asserted that we ar 
saved by the love of God, not by 
work of Christ on the cross. 


























































+ Tue confusion in contemporary neo- 
orthodoxy is particularly apparent in 
its doctrine of reconciliation. Orthodoy 
Christians believe that when Chri 
died on the cross, He reconciled ma 
to God by His sacrifice so that man 
once sinful, is now accepted by Ga 
as righteous and given eternal |i 
such as abides in God. Neo-orthodoy 
theologians of course recognize tha 
man is a sinner and far different from 
God in his nature. They do not con 
sider, however, that the death 0

to the face of cruelty 


The Darling of Heaven was sent into a 
world where a king’s whim could murder 
hundreds of Bethlehem babies, and where 


the exquisite agony of crucifixion was 


considered routine. 
But in the years that followed, faith 


in the Son of God produced a breed of 


stalwarts who were cowed neither by the 
violence of sinful human nature nor by 
the horrors of persecution.

cified risen, coming-again Son of God. 


Through accepting the Lord Jesus 
Christ, man-.is born again, made a 
new creation.” 

Through the dedicated Christian, 
Christ is glorified, ‘whether by life or 
by death.” 

Across the centuries, our Lord still 

says, ‘Be of good cheer, I have over- 

come the world!’

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therefore reject the orthodox doctrine 
that Christ died in our place and that 
God on the basis of the death of Christ 
is able to reconcile sinners to Himself. 

The old liberalism used to deny the 
substitutionary atonement by insisting 
that such hymns as “Jesus Paid It 
All” were quite wrong. Denying the 
theology behind the hymn “Just as I 
am without one plea, but that Thy 
blood was shed for me,” 
this view unsuitable for the modern 
mind. Orthodox Christians have al- 
ways opposed this liberal view since 
the Bible does not teach that God 
saves us simply because He loves us. 
Christ’s love was the motive that sent 


Him to the cross. But it took His work | 


in dying for our sins to free God’s love 
so that it could operate in grace to 


save sinners from the just penalty of | 


their sin. 


Modern neo-orthodoxy, however, 


::/ has an approach different from either | 
orthodoxy or liberalism. According to | 


this view, Christ redeemed and re- 
conciled man not by His work on the 
cross, but by becoming incarnate as 
the God-Man. He is the bridge be- 
tween the infinite God and finite man 
and by His incarnation is the reconcil- 
ing Son of God. To the neo-orthodox, 
the death of Christ is incidental and 
nonessential, as is also His bodily 
resurrection. The important thing for 
him is that God became man. 

Careful Bible students will observe 
that the neo-orthodox view is a com- 
bination of truth and error: truth, 
since it to some extent recognizes the 
true incarnation of Christ, and error, 
since it makes this the reconciling 
work of God. 

Part of the difficulty with the neo- 
orthodox view is its unwillingness to 
face the fact that man is lost. True, 
neo-orthodoxy has to some extent 
revived the doctrine of man’s sinful- | 
ness which was neglected by the old 
liberalism. It has emphasized man’s 
inability to know God naturally. In 
doing this, however, it usually avoids 
a frank admission that man is lost and 
must be saved. Even Karl Barth, one 
of the most conservative of neo-or- 
thodox theologians, teaches a form of 
universal salvation and believes that 
in the end everyone will be saved. 
This has always been rejected by or- 
thodox Christians. 

Liberals are accustomed to refer to 
man as “fit” or “unfit,” meaning that 
some are fit for eternity and others 
are not. The old liberal followed the 
idea of a conditional immortality, that 
is, those who are righteous will en- 
dure forever, but those who are 
wicked will cease existing upon death. 
They were unwilling to accept the 
Scriptural revelation that a righteous 
God will judge sin throughout eter-| 
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nity. Neo-orthodox theologians, gen- 
erally speaking, avoid the issue, and 
where they discuss this problem at all 
try to evade the idea of anyone being 


lost for all eternity future. 
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fusion it is necessary as never before 
for those who value biblical Chris- 
tianity to derive their theology from 
the Bible itself. While evangelical 
Christians for the most part will not 
follow neo-orthodox theology as it is 
being taught today, there is real dan- 


| ger that they may be influenced in 


their thinking by these subversive 
patterns. 

Somehow modern liberals and neo- 
orthodox theologians have sold the 
world on the idea that they are great 
scholars; if anyone disagrees with 


| them it is regarded evidence of a 


closed mind and of failure to think 
intelligently. As a result, those who 
have convictions and hold to the 


| old faith are frequently labeled un- 
| scholarly and unaware of progress in 
| Biblical 


research. Evangelicals are 
sometimes tempted to yield to this 
pressure, avoiding the points of diffi- 
and failing to speak out em- 
phatically on the great fundamentals 


| of the faith which do not change. 


Unfortunately, there is some evi- 


dence of a weakening among evan- 


gelicals in bold affirmation that the 
Bible is the infallible, inspired Word 
of God. While not departing from the 
faith, somehow they have 
silenced.

It seems more the fashion of our | 
day to criticize fundamentalism than | 


to attack the unbelief of many 
scholars. Evangelical scholars some- 
times sharply criticize their brethren 
while they warmly commend some 
liberal scholar who denies important 
fundamentals of the faith. 


In preaching the gospel, evangelicals |

are induced to leave out the specifics | 
of Scriptural revelation, such as re- | 


ference to the blood of Christ as the 
basis for our redemption. They are 
tempted to speak of faith in Christ and 


His death on the cross without being | 


explicit about what the Bible teaches. 
They tend to speak of 
God” without making clear that the 
Bible is meant, and not the neo-ortho- 
dox experience of divine revelation. 

Thus, unless evangelical Christians 
take great care, their preaching and 
teaching will lose the keen edge that 
basic Biblical doctrines provide. Those 
who see these issues clearly need to 
declare the faith once for all delivered 


| to the saints, and without apology or 


compromise to preach the inspired 
Word of God which through the cen- 


| turies has been God’s only authorita-

same Hebrew word is translated or- 
dained in Psalm 8:3, “. . . the moon 
and the stars, which thou has or- 
dained.” 

The same divine wisdom and care 
that ordained the movements of the 
stars of the sky also ordained our 
steps as children of God! The same 
power by which the stars are kept in 
their courses is at the disposal of be- 
lievers, to keep them in the way of 
obedience to the plan of God. This is 
an astonishing revelation, but it is one 
which reappears in the New Testa- 
ment. “We are his workmanship, 
created in Christ Jesus unto good 
works, which God hath before or- 
dained that we should walk in them” 
(Ephesians 2:10). 

Such a disclosure of the interest 
God shows in His children is far re- 
moved from any philosophy of fatal- 
ism. It is not as though each believer 
were a robot, an automaton, acting 
without any choice of his own. We 
have been given freedom to accept or 
to reject the blueprint God offers for 
the conduct of our lives. A further 
consideration of Psalm 37 emphasizes 
this. 

The translation of Psalm 37:23 
found in the familiar King James 
Version of the Scriptures is likely to 
be misunderstood. To say that every 
good man is under the personal di- 
rection of the Lord is obviously wrong. 
The human estimate of goodness is 
quite different from God’s estimate. 
We are not to suppose that our text 
speaks merely of any good man, as the 
world counts goodness. It speaks 
rather of a believer who is surren- 
dered to the Lord. One of the very 
first rules for Bible study is, “Observe 
the context.” That is, we must take 
into consideration the setting in which 
we find a verse. A portion of Scripture 
removed from its place often conveys 
a meaning quite different from that 
which was intended. Psalm 37:23, 
standing alone, can be misunderstood, 
since it is only part of an extended 
description of the faithful people of 
God. 

Out of all the truths contained in 
Psalm 37, four short exhortations in 
the opening verses may be selected as 
a description of the individual whose 
steps are directed by the Lord. These 
four portions supply us with an easy 
test for our own self-examination: 
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“Trust in the Lord, and do good” 
(Psalm 37:3) Everyone who seeks 
divine guidance must begin here. The 
Hebrew word for trusting means to 
flee for refuge, and therefore to have 
confidence in something. We trust in 
the Lord when we go to Him for 
refuge from the penalty and power of 
our sins, to lay hold upon the hope He 
sets before us (Hebrews 6:18). 

Anyone who has confidence in his 
own goodness, so that he thinks he has 
earned a certain standing before God, 
has nothing awaiting him in such a 
passage as this psalm. The first re- 
quirement is trust in the Lord, which 
means renouncing all trust in self or 
personal righteousness, to cast oneself 
upon the mercy and grace of God. 

There are many self-righteous per- 
sons in the world. When asked about 
the basis of their hope for heaven, 
they speak of their success in keeping 
the Ten Commandments or the Golden 
Rule. They are doing the best they 
can; they love their fellow men; they 
say they are better than some church 
members they know. Not what Christ 
has done for them but what they are 
doing for themselves and others—this 
is the important thing in their judg- 
ment. The words of Ephesians 2:8, 9 
are overlooked: “By grace are ye 
saved through faith; and that not of

yourselves: it is the gift of God: not 
of works, lest any man should boast.” 

“Trust in the Lord, and do good.” 
This is the right kind of goodness, 
since it springs from sincere trust in 
Christ. Probably this was what the 
translators had in mind when they 
inserted the word “good” in verse 23, 
Native goodness, sometimes called the 
milk of human kindness, proves noth- 
ing as to man’s salvation. But when 
someone tries to do good for the sake 
of Christ, this act becomes an evidence 
that his faith is genuine. “Faith with- 
out works is dead” (James 2:20). 

Like other eternal truths revealed 
in the Old Testament, this one is also 
found in the New Testament. Paul was 
commissioned to preach that men 
“should repent and turn to God, and 
do works meet for repentance” (Acts 
26:20). He wrote, “I will that thou 
affirm constantly, that they which have 
believed in God might be careful to 
maintain good works” (Titus 3:8). We 
cannot separate faith from good works, 
as though one could be independent 
of the other. 

“Delight thyself also in the Lord; 
and he shall give thee the desires of 
thine heart” (Psalm 37:4) Here is 
something which follows salvation by 
faith in Christ. It is a second step not 
yet taken by every believer. All Chris- 
tians have trusted in the Lord, but not 
all have delighted in the One whom 
they have trusted; and the fact that 
they do not have the desires of their 
hearts is proof of this. 

What a promise this is! Every desire 
will be granted to us by the Lord, if 
we fulfill the single condition men- 
tioned. The fault lies with us alone if 
this is not our own daily experience. 
God has never failed to keep His word. 
He will honor it when we grant to 
Him our implicit obedience. 

Some delight in pleasure. Others 
find their chief delight in business, or 
a career, or music, or fishing, or any 
one of a thousand other things. Ob- 
viously, many of these are good and 
profitable, each in its proper place. 
God has given us all the world, brim- 
ful of wholesome pleasures, richly for 
us to enjoy (I Timothy 6:17). It is only 
when something usurps the _ place 
rightfully belonging to Him that it be- 
comes sin. 

It is not difficult to learn what it 
means to delight ourselves in the Lord. 
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ognized in the Lord’s presence by al] 

“Rest in the Lord, and wait pa. 
tiently for him” (Psalm 37:7) Resting 
in the Lord means refraining from 
anxious thought about the future 
(Matthew 6:34) “The wicked are like 
the troubled sea, when it cannot rest” 


| It is to live so as to please Him, to 
| honor everything we find in His Word, 
to do everything in the way He would 

| like to have it done, and for Him. 
If we want to ride upon the high 
places of the earth, knowing heaven’s 
| highest blessings in the fulfillment of 
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the desires of our hearts, here is the 


| secret. We must respect the Scriptures 


enough to make them our rule of life. 

“Commit thy way unto the Lord; 
trust also in him; and he shall bring it 
to pass” (Psalm 37:5) It is fitting that 
this should be the third admonition of 


| the psalm, because it belongs after the 
| others. Not until we have trusted in

Christ as Saviour, then delighted our- 
selves in Him as Lord, does He speak 
about taking charge of us and leading 


If we have not trusted in Him, we 
are not yet children of God at all. If 


| we have not delighted ourselves in 


Him, we have not taken our salvation 


| very seriously, and it is doubtful that 


we would respond to the guidance He 
yearns to provide. As long as our own 
way is so pleasant that we delight in it 
rather than in Him, we shall not be 
ready to take the third logical step 
toward walking in His path. 

There is a word picture here. To 
“commit” is to act like a man who, 
carrying a burden he is unable to bear, 
rolls it on the shoulders of someone 
stronger than he is, one who is willing 
to carry his load for him. When we 
commit our way unto the Lord, we 


We tell Him we cannot guide our own 
lives aright, and we entrust them to 
Him as the One who is able and will- 
ing to take complete charge of them. 

The remainder of the verse is not 
to be overlooked. Having completed 
the act of committing our way unto 
the Lord, we are to begin a process of 
continuous trust. Our part in the 
transaction is not finished when we 
have decided we want the Lord to 
direct our steps, and have told Him so 
at some dedication service. 

Necessary as the act of commitment 
is, it must be followed by obedience 
to the further words, “Trust also in 
him.” We are to keep on trusting, even 
though the promised response may 
seem long in coming from the Lord. 
It may take a long time for Him to 
bring us to the place where we shall 
be aware of His all-wise guidance. 
By trusting in Him throughout such 
a period of necessary heart prepa- 
ration, we give evidence of the sin- 
cerity of our declaration. 


The reward of faith is sure: “He 


| shall bring it to pass.” God will do 
| what He has promised. He will vin- 


dicate His people who have dared to 


| trust Him. Their righteousness and 
| their judgment will some day be rec- 


(Isaiah 57:20). On the contrary, the 
prophet addressed the Lord, saying 
“Thou wilt keep him in perfect peace, 
whose mind is stayed on thee: because 
he trusteth in thee” (Isaiah 26:3). 

It is not always easy to decide what 
God’s plan is. Having told Him by 
acts and words that we mean business 
with Him, we are to rest quietly in 
full confidence that He will make the 
way plain. It is not necessary to jump 
hastily into the first door which seems 
to be open. 

Verse 34 continues the thought: 
“Wait on the Lord, and keep his way, 
and he shall exalt thee.” Our true 
exaltation will take place at His com- 
ing, of course, but He will often exalt 
us in this present life. “Humble your- 
selves therefore under the mighty 
hand of God, that he may exalt you 
in due time: casting all your care 
upon him; for he careth for you” 
(I Peter 5:6, 7). Open reward is given 
for secret prayer (Matthew 6:6). 

Let us suppose we have been trying 
to obey the four admonitions found at 
the beginning of Psalm 37, after care- 
fully considering what they mean. 
But we are conscious of our own 
weakness, and we hesitate to believe 
that such a wonderful revelation can 
be true of us, that our steps are estab- 
lished by the Lord in an ordained 
path. We know we have been guilty of 
unworthy thoughts, words and acts. 
Does not our failure to be all the Lord 
would have us to be exclude us from 
the promise? The wonderful answer 
is that the verses which follow rec- 
ognize human frailty and infirmity as 
an element in our walk and make 
provision for it. 

It is written about the trusting, 
obedient individual described in this 
psalm that the Lord “delighteth in his 
way. Though he fall, he shall not be 
utterly cast down: for the Lord up- 
holdeth him with his hand” (vv. 23, 
24). When we fall, in our weakness, He 
gently restores us to our place, so that 
we are not utterly cast down. Stern 
measures may sometimes be required 
if we repeatedly demand our own 
way; but if our delight is in Him 
(v. 4), then His delight is in us (v. 23). 

Thus, our weakness and God's 
strength are found linked together in 
what the Bible teaches about His pro- 
gram for our lives. Our tendency to 
fall is met with His desire to lead us 
by the hand. “If I take the wings of 
the morning, and dwell in the utter- 
most parts of the sea; even there shall 
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thy hand lead me, and thy right hand 
shall hold me” (Psalm 139:9, 10). The 
Lord Jesus said of His own, “My 
Father, which gave them me, is great- 
er than all; and no man is able to 
pluck them out of my Father’s hand” 
(John 10:29). 

David wrote Psalm 37 after a long 
life, during which he had ample op- 
portunity to observe God’s people. He 
| said, “I have been young, and now am 
| old; yet have I not seen the righteous 
forsaken, nor his seed begging bread” 
| (v. 25). Trials will surely come to us, 
| but our trust is in the Lord. He is our 
strength in time of trouble (v. 39). He 
| will guide us through every circum- 
| stance until we have finished our 
| earthly course.

“God wants you in 
that home and not away working some 
place during those crucial years of 
rearing your children. 

“Mother’s time and care for our 
two children,” he continued, “are more 
important to them than the material 
things we could buy for them if she 
were working.”

As a Teacher Sees It 

The “old-fashioned father” wonders 
if he and his wife are wrong, but as a 
high school teacher I would like to 
assure them that they are right. 

Our standard of living should be 
based on the income of the head of the 
family. 

School and community problems 
arising among children whose parents 
are working, or who have one parent 
working while the other one sleeps, 
and vice versa, are difficult to solve 
when the authorities cannot reach 
either parent. 

Furthermore, the parents are unable 
to attend or participate in school and 
extra-curricular functions, thus often 
causing a social stigma to fall on the 
child whose parent never appears until 
he takes a day off to attend graduation, 
and some even miss that important 
occasion for fear of losing a day’s pay.

Homes where the story of Jesus 
is read on Christmas Eve are by 
Christmas night a shambles of 
empty boxes, torn wrappings and 
beautiful gifts stacked under the 
tree. Jesus will be forgotten until 
Easter. Too many good moral peo- 
ple are perfectly willing to have 
the angels depart at Christmas. 
Homes which are never corrupted 
with liquor or tobacco or foul 
language, at Christmas may be 
riotous and negligent of usually 
approved standards, for it is ac- 
cepted that Christmas cheer 
breaks the boundaries of so-called 
prudery—the angels have gone 
away. 
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+ Some homes at Christmas time 
will welcome grandparents or 
other loved ones seen only once a 
year. A godly old mother or 
saintly old dad will bring a breath 
like heaven on a home. The angels 
have come for Christmas. There 
will be a Bible on the table, a 
nativity scene on the mantel, and 
all the household will appear in 
church for a Christmas morning 
service. Parents will say, “We 
must do this—read the Bible, go to 
church—we must do this more 
often. The children enjoy it. It’s 
good for them.” 

But when the angels have gone 
away, the religion of the house- 
hold will disappear in the whining 
snort of the diesel that takes 
grandpa back home or the glisten- 
ing sunshine on the wing of the 
plane bringing Grandma to the 
coast or the tire marks of the car 
bearing the “preacher uncle” and 
his family to their home. 
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+ How blessed would be _ the 
homes which, after hearing of 
Jesus and His birth among men, 
would determine to “see _ this 
thing.” How surprised with reality 
and satisfaction would be those 
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who, hearing the angels’ message, 
would come to living faith in 
Jesus Christ and make known to 
others what they have found in 
Him. The close of the Christmas 
season is not intended to be the 
end of the good news and the ac- 
tion inspired by the gospel. 

When the angels went away the 
syeat discovery had just begun.

be JONES, a member of your youth 

group, is hiding something from the 
rest of the world. Maybe he is even 
hiding it from himself. But that doesn’t 
change the hard, cold facts. The evi- 
dence is unmistakable. He unquestion- 
ably has succumbed. He is an asifer! 

John would be shocked. He prob- 
ably didn’t think anyone knew. Well, I 
know. And just to show that I know 
what I’m talking about, I'll describe 
the symptoms. Here they are: 

He’s not always the same. The kind 
of person he is depends on where he 
is and whom he is with. Like the 
chameleon, he changes appearance ac- 
cording to the setting. He conforms to 
fit the environment. 

With a date at a football game for 
instance. How does he act? He acts 
as if he were an expert on sports. He 
does this because he thinks it is ex- 
pected of him. He believes that he 
must prove the maxim that boys know 
all about athletics and girls do not. 

At school? He acts as if he hated 
English. He swaggers and makes fun 
of the “drippy” poetry. This, he thinks, 
makes him one of the boys. At home 
he domineers his younger brother as 
ifhe had the world by the tail and had 
all its problems solved. After all, big 
brothers are supposed to be smart. 

Now the real John Jones is more 
like this: He has an interest in foot- 
ball. But an expert? Hardly. And 
English has plenty of things he enjoys.

See what I mean? He’s asifing. He 
is acting as if he is something that he 
really is not. He’s an actor—an im- 
postor. 


+ Now the only thing that saves face 
for Jones is that he is not alone. All of 
us are asifers in varying degrees. 

Then what’s all the fuss about if 
asifing is just a social quirk of which 
all are guilty? Perhaps it’s just some- 
thing necessary in our culture. 

You see, the problem also seeps 
down into our spiritual lives, and then

we really have trouble. We get to the 
place where wé are play-acting in our 
Christian lives. We do certain things 
and say certain things in just the right 
way and at the right time because 
subconsciously we know that is what 
is expected of us. 

Just like two high school girls I 
heard talking. One had been a Chris- 
tian for about a year—the other for 
just a few days. The new Christian 
was saying that she found it hard to 
adjust to the Christian group. “That’s 
all right,” comforted the other Chris- 
tian. “In a few weeks you will get the 
hang of it all—just like I did.” 

She was saying that in a short time, 
she too would know how to act and 
what to say at the proper times to fit 
into this group. She would be able to 
mouth all the overworked and under- 
lived phrases just like some of the 
others who were acting as if they 
were deeply spiritual Christians. 

Similar to this is the youth meeting, 
I once attended, where five kids gave 
their testimonies. The first one stood 
and said, “I am thankful I am a Chris- 
tian and that Jesus saves, keeps and 
satisfies, and I want to go all the way 
with Him.” Just like that—all in one 
breath. The second said the same 
thing. By the time the third arose I 
too had the jingle memorized and 
knew also what the fourth and fifth 
were going to say. They did. 

Now this was an extreme case of 
asifing. Each was following the other. 
Each was saying what she thought she 
was expected to say. Though they 
were speaking some wonderful Chris- 
tian truths, obviously they didn’t 
appreciate what they were saying. 


+ You would never do this. I’m sure 
you wouldn’t. Your love for the Lord 
is sincere and you have a genuine de- 
sire to please Him. But on the other 
hand, it is easy for all of us at times 
to conform to certain patterns of our 
group when we really shouldn't. 

For instance, maybe you have had 
an experience like this: Your youth 
group is enjoying the closing moments 


of a wonderful beach party around 
the dying embers of a fire. In the 
background you can hear the waves 
lapping at the beach. The group begins 
to sing and give testimonies. With this 
emotional setting, the testimonies get 
a bit sentimental and your friends be- 
gin to express their love for the Lord. 
You get up and express the same 
thing, even though deep down in your 
heart you know that the way you 
talked about certain kids all the way 
over to the beach shows you really 
don’t love the Lard as you should. 
Even though you feel you ought to 
love the Lord as much as the other 
kids are saying they do, this is one 
time conforming to the Christian 
group is wrong. Why not be the real 
you? Get up and confess in honesty 
that you don’t love the Lord as you 
should, but would like to know Him 
better. By openly admitting your need 
—and committing yourself to doing 
something about it—you probably will 
be a blessing to others in the group. 


+ In the same way, it is easy for us, 
when called upon to pray, to sound 
like “the way we ought to pray in 
church” instead of really expressing 
what is on our hearts. It is easy to act 
like devoted Christians around our 
church friends, but to act differently 
with the gang at school or work. It is 
easy to say we have real faith in the 
Lord but then worry ourselves sick 
when problems come. 

This is spiritual asifing. The term 
has an ugly synonym. The Saviour 
called it hypocrisy. It was to the hyp- 
ocrites—those acting as if they were 
spiritual but whose hearts were far 
from God—that Jesus gave His most 
scalding rebukes. 

That’s how serious spiritual asifing 
is. Let’s be honest with ourselves and 
with God. Our spiritual talk and walk 
should spring from the power of 
Christ living within us and controlling 
us. Let’s be sure it is not merely a 
costume put on to fit the role that our 
parents, our pastor and our Christian 
friends expect us to play. END
